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WINDOW GLASS TROUBLES. 


One would think that, in view of the 
many severe practical lessons taught 
to and learned by the industrial world 
within the last few years, that common 
sense and an honest spirit of give and 
take would interpose an effectual bar- 
rier to the ravages of trade wars, But 
it seems that selfishness still blinds the 
capitalist, the worker and the distrib- 
utor of of the staple products 
necessary to civilized life. A potent ex-

Of all labor organizations that of the 
window glass workers has been prob- 
ably the most from the 
fact that it has been one of the earliest 
to assert and to wield authority in its 
dealings with capital. Realizing the de- 
pendence of the manufacturers upon 
the comparative handful of skilled 
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workmen, the glass blowers and gath- 
erers and the flatteners and cutters, 
forming the sprocket chain which 
turned the wheels of the glass facto- 
ries, formed themselves into a corpo- 
iate union that ever since its formation 
has been able to force the recognition 
of the employers and more often than 
not to dictate the terms of employ- 
ment down to minute details. 

Year after year, when the time ap- 
proached for relighting the fires, the 
manufacturers have had to approach 
the union as humbly and diplomatical- 
ly as possible and arrange the terms 
upon which they were to be permitted 
to resume operations, The wage scale 
was ever the great bugbear that loomed 
up each fall and threatened to tie up 
the business of glass making. 

Encouraged by a high protective 
tariff, the American industry promised 
rich returns and proved an inviting 
field for investors. The number of fac- 
tories multiplied and the demand for 
skilled labor was proportionately in- 
creased. With the bidding for labor the 
workmen were shown their strength, 
and were not slow to take advantage 
of it. As a consequence the glass blow- 
ers and associate workmen, not the 
most intelligent of men either, are 
about the best paid artisans of any 
craft. They work on an average of but 
eight months in the year, and receive 
for this time a compensation which in 
the gross exceeds that of most skilled 
mechanics of other trades working the 
year round. They realized that such a 
good position as theirs could only be 
maintained by a union that would 
stand steadfastly together not only for 
the purpose of advancing their mutual 
interests with the manufacturers, but 
for defense against the encroachment 
of imported labor. 

They have so fixed things that it is 
impossible for any foreigner, however 
skilled or otherwise desirable, to ob- 
tain employment in any position except 
that of a common laborer. The Amal- 
gamated Association of Glass Workers 
organized that the number of 
blowers and other skilled hands has 
been carefully limited to a point where 
demand has been unequal to the sup- 
ply. They have had things so much 
their own way that at times, accord- 
ing to the manufacturers, the work- 
men got all the profit in the production 
of glass. When prices were raised by 
the employers the employes promptly 
demanded more money, and were not 
always particular in the observance of 
current agreements. In this way the 
market for American window glass was 
forced up to a point which permitted 
large quantities of Belgian and other 
foreign glass to enter this country. It 
Was a genuine case of killing the goose 
which laid the golden eggs. 

The introduction of machine blown 
glass, however, has already wrought 
some changes in the relative positions 
of employer and employe, and at pres- 
ent threatens even the disruption of 
the once all powerful union. The 
blowers are the most skilled of all the 
workers. It takes years of practice to 
become proficient in this work, and it 
has been owing to the difficulty of pro- 
curing the services of competent men 
that the entire organization has been 
so well able to hold together. The 
blower has been a sort of king pin, 
which made it possible for flatteners 
and cutters to enforce demands in their 
turn. The big combination commonly 
known as the “Trust,” owns or con- 
trols the patents for the glass blowing 
machines, and as these machines were 
gradually improved, they have grown 
more and more independent of the 
blowers, though they have required the 
usual full complement of secondary 
workers. However, in order to secure 
a sufficient force, they have been 
obliged to negotiate wage terms with 
the Amalgamation, so that up to this 
time none of the men has had valid 
cause for complaint. But a new trou- 
ble has now arisen. The “Trust,” by 
means of its machines has been able 
to turn out glass so cheaply that the 
competition with the so-called hand 
made product of the independent fac- 
tories has been keenly felt. The lat- 
ter claim that they are unable to meet 
it and pay the prevailing rate of wages. 
It has been repeatedly urged that 
there is no profit in the operation of 
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independent glass factories, and a late 
start was made last fall resulting in 
a reduction in output for the past 
year. Demand since last January has 
been light, and there has been a no- 
table absence of speculative buying. 
To add to the troubles of the independ- 
ent concerns came the big cut by the 
“Trust,” which left the market in a 
position more or less demoralized, It 
is little wonder that they have been 
half hearted and slow about going into 
blast this year, and they have re- 
ceived little encouragement from the 
worker. 

It seems as though the misfortunes 
of the manufacturers were a veritable 
joy to the workers to judge from their 
actions in the matter of terms, and in 
this respect their determination not to 
meet the employers half way may not 
unlikely lead to their own undoing. 
In fact, the relations between the oper- 
ators and the men are more strained, 
and the present situation is believed 
to be the worst in years. Each side 
has trouble of its own. To begin with 
the exigencies of the market called 
for an early banking of the fires, 
which were drawn in May, leaving cun- 
siderable glass of all sizes on hand. 
Trade has been quiet during the sum- 
mer and fall, but the long shut down 
weighed against this drawback and 
finally resulted in a moderate left over 
stock of badly assorted glass and an 
actual scarcity of the smaller sizes. 
Yet up to the middle of September no 
move was made by the manufacturers 
to resume operations. 

Overtures had been made to the 
men to resume work at a wage reduc- 
tion, and an announcement was made 
by the Wage Committee of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Window Glass 
Workers that by September 14 they 
would have a scale prepared for all 
manufacturers who desired to open 
their factories, The terms, when made 
known, were not accepted to the oper- 
ators who held out for a wage reduc. 
tion of 25 per cent., alleging that exist- 
ing conditions made such a cut impera- 
tive, and they laid the blame chiefly 
to the competition of machine made 
glass. 

It might be explained here that by 
the terms of an agreement with the 
Amalgamated Workers the cutters and 
flatteners had consented to a reduction 
provided hand blown factories to the 
capacity of four hundred pots, should 
sign a wage scale submitted by the as- 
sociation, As the first condition pro- 
posed did not meet with the approval 
of the manufacturers, they called a 
meeting of both wage committees at 
Columbus, Ohio, during the latter part 
of October with the object of coming 
to some understanding. The men, how- 
ever, would not agree to a reduction of 
more than 12% per cent., while the 
manufacturers held out for 25. Follow- 
ing this failure the latter held a meet- 
ing among themselves and proposed a 
sliding scale, based upon the market 
price of glass. This meeting was also 
held in Coumbus and was representa- 
tive of some 1,600 pots; the proposition, 
however, was in turn declined by the 
Faulkner organization. 

In the meantime some factories, 
principally co-operative concerns, were 
put in blast on the expectation that 
a satisfactory wage scale would ulti- 
mately be arranged. All subsequent 
efforts, however, to this end have 
failed. Those factories connected with 
the Window Glass Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation banked their fires in Novem- 
ber, leaving only about one-tenth of 
the total number of hand operated fac- 
tories in blast, with no certainty that 
any of them will continue. 

At this point an interesting phase of 
the labor question occurs which may 
eventually shear it of much of its pow- 
er. There has been trouble brewing for 
some time between the blowers and 
gatherers on one side and the cutters 
and flatteners on the other. The for- 
mer being the more skilled have hither- 
to wielded a greater amount of power 
and have been accustomed to having 
things pretty much their own way. 
With the advent of the machine, how- 
ever, conditions are materially changed. 
The blower is no longer the all im- 
portant factor that he used to be and 
the cutters and flatteners realizing 
this, have grown more assertive. They, 
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too, are skilled workmen with this ad- 
vantage, that their services are re- 
quired in the machine as well as the 
hand-blown factories. The interests of 
the two factions are no longer iden- 
tical, and so while the former would 
be willing to go to work at a 12% per 
cent. reduction, the latter, notwith- 
Standing their agreement with the 
Amalgamated Association, are not will- 
ing to submit. The rupture has cul- 
minated in a suit which was begun No- 
vember 22 in the court of Common 
Pleas, Cleveland, praying for the dis- 
solution of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Window Glass Workers of 
America and for a division of the funds 
of that organization. An injunction 
was also called for to restrain the 
banks from paying out funds on the or- 
der of the association. This injunc- 
tion, however, has denied. 

The failure of the manufacturers and 
the men to reach an agreement musi 
place both in an unenviable position 
end will redound greatly to the advan- 
tage of the machine operators, who run 
their factories continuously from one 
end of the year to the It will 
also act as a strong stimulant for the 
importation of foreign glass. The pros- 
pects for domestic hand-blown glass 
are proportionally gloomy and with 
this element of preduction restricted 
or perhaps eliminated, it should cause 
no surprise if the market stiffened up 
considerably during the coming year, 
though the present situation is far from 
Strong Owing to the anxiety of many 
manufacturers .o turn glass into cash.

THE WORLD'S SULPHUR IN- 
DUSTRY. 


So much has been said and writte- 
of late concerning the sulphur situa- 
tion and the relative positions of the 
Italian Consorzio and the _ principal 
producers of this country, that the gov- 
ernment’s official figures giving the 
production and distribution of brim- 
stone in the world according to coun- 
tries, will be read with perhaps more 
than usual interest. 

It will be remembered that when 
crude sulphur was reduced from 
$22.12% to $19.50 per ton as the result of 
arrivals from the other side, a tradewar 
was expected, if not actually predicted. 
The impression prevailed that the Con- 
sorzio had te tind some market for its 
sulphur stock and that at the risk of 
inviting competition it chose America. 
The producers on this side announced 
at the time that the buying public 
here would do well to hold aloof as 
every successive cut made by the for- 
eigners would be met by then. Never- 
theless sulphur to the extent of at 
least two cargoes arrived at and were 
sold in this country and there has been 
no further price reduction. 

It almost looks as if an agreement 
had been reached between the rival 
producers and that the dogs of war 
had been called off; but of this there 
is no definite knowledge. All tat can 
be said is that sulphur has been mov- 
ing quite freely for immediate delivery 
and is held steady in price. The un- 
certainty of the future position has, 
however, operated against engagements 
extending over any length of time. 

The government report, which is 
summarized on another page of this 
issue, gives an increased production in 
the United States of 50 per cent., and 
of value 33 per cent. during 1906 over 
1905. The total outturn for the former 
year was 294,153 tons, the heaviest pro- 
duction in any one year since 1901, 
when the output was 241,691 tons, The 
imports of crude during 1905 and 1906 
are respectively given as 82,961 tons 
and 72,404 tons, a decrease of over 
10,500 tons. 

It will be also interesting to note that 
the Sicilian production in 1906 was 833,- 
937 long tons, a reduction of 81,788 tons 
from the previous year. There were 
exported from the island in 1906, 357,432 
tons, compared with 456,260 in 1905, and 
of the former exports, 47,629 tons came 
to this country. The stock in Sicily at 
the close of the last year was 525,115 
tons, the heaviest, probably, known in 
the history of the industry, which can 
be accounted for only in the fact that 
the American product has crowded 
the Sicilian in the markets of the world. 





The report also deals at some length 
with the outturn of pyrite in this coun- 
try, which increased from 253,000 long 
tons in 1905 to 261,422 long tons in 1906, 
but its value declined from an average 
price per ton of $3.71 to $3.56. The pro- 
duction of pyrite, while it has fluctu- 
ated during different years, has grad- 
ually increased and from small begin- 
nings a few years ago has grown to 
its present proportions, The producers 
claim also that their total product has 
been sold a long way ahead, and that 
the growing demand from new sources 
will render the production impervious 
to the inroads of competing sulphurous 


ores.

DECLINES AND ADVANCES IN 
DRUGS. 


The drug market, like many others, 
of late has suffered in the general busi- 
ness depression, and each succeeding 
week has brought quite a long comple- 
ment of declines more or less radical. 
Some of the changes may be with 
propriety ascribed to the advent of new 
crop and other natural causes but for 
the main raison d'etre, it is only neces- 
sary to reflect upon that caution and 
conservative trading which has taken 
hold on business men without distinc- 
tion throughout the country. Specula- 
tion has no part in to-day’s transac- 
tions, spot business is the word, and the 
future is largely left to take care of 
itself. The jobber, who might have con- 
sidered it beneath his dignity to come 
into the market for lesser quantities 
than round has followed on the 
strict lines of prudence and general 
sentiment. He buys only what he 
knows he needs and only when he needs 
it, and while the demand for prompt 
shipment is seasonable the wholesale 
distributor is not anticipating his wants 
further ahead than is necessary, hence 
while the usual consumption for the 
time of year may not have fallen off, 
the movement is than usually 
light. There has been general com- 
plaint too that collections have been 
slow to an unwarranted extent. The 
general impression prevails that the 
late financial depression has been over- 
worked as an excuse for holding back 
payments. Firms who, up to two 
months ago, would have been too fear- 
ful of their credit to delay are apparent- 
ly not afraid to appeal for sympathy 
on the score that they have lost money 
in this, that or the other failure. The 
patience of the manufacturer and 
wholesale distributor is. being sorely 
tried, and it is safe to assume that the 
excuse cannot hold good much longer. 
However, in cases when further exten- 
sion is warranted there will be no dis- 
position to take drastic action. 

Among the principal commodities to 
suffer from the general cause has been 
opium and its derivitives. At the close 
of October the statistical position was 
admitedly strong and under ordinary 
circumstances prices should have tend- 
ed upward. But there were no buyers, 
and even statistical position is not 
enough to hold a market up. Quota- 
tions are not of much effect if no one 
wants the goods. Not long after the 
present month opened holders began to 
weaken and before two weeks prices 
had dropped 20 to 25 cents, which re- 
duction was followed by a still further 
decline of an additional 25 cents by No- 
vember 23. 

The reduction brought out a few buy- 
ers, but business as a whole was not 
greatly stimulated by the concessions 
offered. With opium, morphine and 
codeine likewise came down, the former 
20 cents and the latter 50 cents, 

Camphor suffered two declines in No- 
vember, the first of 5 cents and the lat- 
ter of 2 cents. After several weeks of 
stability, following the previous de- 
cline, the price was dropped to 70 cents 
fer refined in the local market. The 
cause of the break was not attributed 
to financial stringency, but the situa- 
tion in the primary market where, ow- 
ing to the competition of the Chinese 
product, Japanese crude was reduced. 
Deinaud has not been active at the de- 
cline and the tone is easy in propor- 
tion. 

Essential oils have eased off from 
a variety of causes in which the general 
ery of hard times apparently has not 
figured to any material extent. The

month. Lemon oil caine down first for 
want of buying support sufficient to 
oftset the freer supplies on spot fol- 
lowing the release of quantities held up 
by the Government appraisers, and 
later by the approach of new crop. In 
all, the price of lemon oil declined 50 
cents since the last week of October. 
To the easier position of the spice mar- 
ket may be uscribed the readiness with 
which oil of clove came down 15 cents.

extent of 6 cents, while the eagerness

Stocks of Haarlem oil accumulated 
under quiet demand, and the anxiety of 
sellers to find a market brought the 
price down $1.30 since the latter part 
of October. Carnauba wax went off 
like many other staples under pres- 
sure of lack of demand at a time 
when statistical position begins to 
grow weak. The decline has been 
gradual but steady, and in all has ag- 
gregated during the present month 
from 5 to 7 cents. 

Following a reduction of 1% cents in 
September, borax was further reduced 
% cent early in the month, owing, it 
was stated, to the hope of stimulating 
consumption, which is really another 
term for lack of demand and foreign 
competition. The availability of dena- 
tured alcohol has had an effect upon 
the price of ether, bringing it down 
some 25 cents. 

In contra distinction to other de- 
clines, the drop in lithium salts, which 
broke 40 cents, was the cause of no lit- 
tle surprise. The sharpness of the de- 
cline is attributed to the enterprise of 
a new factor in the manufacturing 
field who apparently was bound to se- 
cure contracts extending over next 
season regardless of cost. Bromides 
dropped off a cent from lack of de- 
mand and competition, and for the 
same reason citric acid declined 1 cent, 
guarana 50 cents, and menthol 25 cents, 
German dandelion root 22 cents, and 
goldenseal 20 cents. 

To offset the declines we find that the 
scarcity of cassia oil has forced the 
price up 10 cents. Spearmint, too, has 
advanced 25 cents, as the result of a 
short crop and improved demand, 
while from practically the same reason 
tansy has gone up 50 cents, wormwood 
50 cents, cubeb oil 10 cents, and cubeb 
berries 2 cents. Refined glycerine, like- 
wise, has advanced % cent, demand ex- 
ceeding the available supply. The up- 
ward movement of spirits in the West 
has brought higher prices for U. 8S. P. 
and denatured alcohol. The former has 
been marked up 2 cents, and the lat- 
ter 3 cents a gallon. 
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During the first three months of this 
year, Spain imported for fertilizer pur- 
poses 26,274 tons of basic slag.

In the past 
the employes stopped work at noon on 
Saturdays.

The Manufacturing Perfumers’ As- 
sociation take an optimistic view of the 
current business situation and have is- 
sued a circular letter to salesmen urg- 
ing them to “hammer away” and take 
a rosy view of the outlook. Basie con- 
ditions, they say, are sound and they 
look tor a good Christmas trade. 


A petition for a temporary injunc- 
tion restraining the Amalgamated Win- 
dow Glass Workers of America from 
disposing of the funds in their treasury 
until the suit of the cutters and flat- 
teners, recently filed, is heard, was 
refused by Judge Strimple in Com- 
men Pleas Court at Cleveland, last 
Monday. 


Fire, which was discovered in the 
engraving department of the Whitall- 
Tatum Co.’s glass plant at south Mill- 
ville, N. J., caused a loss of $5,000. 
Several score of men and women are 
thrown out of employment by the fire 
and the loss to the firm is considerable 
owing to the delay that will be caused 
in getting out holiday orders. 


The Kenwood Springs Drug Company, 
St. Louis, filed articles of incorporation 
November 18, with a capital stock, ful- 
ly paid, of $4,000. The object of the 
corporation is to engage in the retail 
drug business. The incorporators are 
Adolph R. Scheu, who holds thirty-four 
shares; Curtis A. Spaulding, who holds 
five shares, and George M. Scheu, who 
holds one share. 


W. A. Conner, buyer for Eli Lilly &

salesman in this territory. Mr. Con- 
ner’s son, W. H. Conner, has been 
assigned Southeastern Ohio, as travel- 
ing salesman for Lilly. 


The following is taken from a Spring- 
field, Mass., paper:—‘‘Both the Italian 
and French governments are encourag- 
ing the use of antimony pigments, 
which have the advantage over white 
lead of being innocuous, and over zinc 
paint of being permanent and sun 
proof.

The recent sailing of the British Ad- 
miralty owned tank steamer Petroleum 
for Port Arthur, Texas, marks a new 
departure in the British navy. It is 
the first time that the Admiralty has 
tried the experiment of importing a 
cargo of oil in its own ships. It is be- 
lieved that the Petroleum is only the 
forerunner of a smal] fleet of Admiralty 
owned tank ships which will be con- 
tinually employed in meeting the in- 
creasing requirements of the British 
Navy, especially of torpedo boats, for 
oil as a fuel, 


The Standard Oil Company won a 
victory over the city of Indianapolis 
last week in the long contested case 
arising from selling oil from wagons. 
The city demanded the right to inspect 
the cans and arrested the drivers and 
the local manager for selling short 
measure. These cases were appealed 
and last week the Superior Court held 
that the cans in which the Standard 
delivers oil are ‘‘containers” and not 
measures and that on this account it 
is not necessary that each can be in- 
spected and sealed by the inspector of 
weights and measures, but that the city 
may determine that the machinery 
used in filling the cans is accurate.

Important Measures for Next Con- 


gress. 

MANY BILLS OF VITAL INTEREST TO 
COME UP DURING APPROACHING SBEA- 
SON—A FEDERAL HONEST PAINT LAW 

AND AMENDMENTS TU PURE FOOD 
AND DRUG ACT—PATENTS AND 
TRADE MARKS TO RECEIVE AT- 

TENTION SHERMAN ANTI- 
TRUST LAW MAY BE AL- 
TERED—CUSTOMS ADMINIS- 
TRATION REGULATIONS 
WILL POSSIBLY BE 
CHANGED, 
Washington, Noy. 29, 1907. 


The first session of the Sixtieth Con- 
gress will convene at nooh next Monday, 
December 2. The President's annual mes- 
sage will probably be transmitted and 
read in both houses on Tuesday. Con- 
gress will not settie down to the routine 
business of the session, however, until 
after the Speaker has handed down his 
committees, although it is probable that 
early announcement will be made of the 
membership of two or three committees, 
notably that on Banking and Currency, 
with a view to expediting legislation for 
the relief of the financial stringency. All 
the committees will probably be framed 
before the holiday recess and many thou- 
sand bills will be introduced during the 
first fortnight of the session. There is 
every indication that the coming Con- 
gress will give consideration to quite as 
many measures of interest to the Report- 
er’s readers as any of its predecessors. 

REFORM OF THE CURRENCY. 

The entire business community is vitally 
interested in what will probably be the 
first work of the session, namely, the 
amendment of the currency laws. A 
dozen measures have already been pre- 
pared, designed to give greater elasticity 
to the circulating medium, and there is 
much diversity of views as to the proper 
remedy for the evils from which the coun- 
try has suffered, especially during the 
past ninety days. The President, with 
characteristic vigor, will urge the early 
enactment of adequate legislation and it 
is confidently believed that a comprehen- 
sive measure will become a law before 
the end of the session. 

A FEDERAL HONEST PAINT LAW. 
Soon after the meeting of Congress one 
r more bills providing a basis for a Fed- 

eral honest paint law will be presented in 
the House and Senate. Representative 
Marshall, of North Dakota, who brought 
forward a bill in the last Congress, will 
reintroduce it in a more or less amended 
form. His measure is based upon the 
rinciple underlying the national pure food 
and drug law and will undoubtedly be tak- 
nas the foundation of any measure that 
nay be reported by the House Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, 
which has jurisdiction of the subject. Be- 
ause of the pendency in the United States 
Supreme Court of the question of the con- 
stitutionality of the North Dakota pure 
paint law, it is possible that action in 
committee may be deferred until the 
court’s decision has been handed down. 
Before any attempt is made to report a 
bill, however, the committee will probably 
give extended hearings with a view to de- 
veloping the exact sentiment in trade 
<ircles and among large consumers, 


AMENDMENTS TO THE PURB FOOD AND 
DRUG LAW. 


There is.a strong impression among the 
flicials of the Department of Agriculture 
charged with the enforcement of the na- 
ional pure food and drug law that serious 
ittempts will be made at the coming ses- 
sion to amend it in important particulars, 
and, if possible, to emasculate its chief 
provisions. The movement is expected to 
come from two special classes, namely, 
the compounders of distilled spirits and 
the trade engaged in putting up food 
products who desire wider latitude in the 
ise of preservatives than is now permitted 
under the law and regulations. It must 
be conceded that there is very little evi- 
lence now at hand of any concerted effort 
on the part of these interests to amend 
he law and for obvious reasons it would 
be exceedingly difficult to secure action 
by Congress so soon after the taking ef- 
fect of the original statute. The com- 
pounders of distilled spirits have entered 
into an agreement with the government to 
have a test case brought to determine the 
egalitv of the regulations adopted by the 
Pure Food and Drug Commission and un- 
til this case has been ruled upon by the 
Tinited States Supreme Court it will not 
be possible to present to Congress valid 
easons for amending the present law. To 

very considerable extent these consider- 
ations also govern the food packers, who 
desire more latitude in the use of preserva- 
ives. The Department of Agriculture now 
vas before it a number of important ques- 
tions concerning the propriety of the use 
of benzoate of soda, boric acid and other 
chemicals commonly used for preserving 
purposes, and until these questions have 
been ruled upon and possibly tested in 
the courts Congress would not be likely 
to amend the existing law, especially in 
the direction of removing wholesome re- 
strictions. 


THE DRUG PATENT BILL. 


Representative Mann, of Illinois, is ex- 
nected to reintroduce the modified drug 
patent bill framed upon lines suggested 
by Chairman Currier of the House Com- 
mittee on Patents and based upon the 
pvrincinle of reciprocity between nations. 
The National Association of Retail Drug- 
gists has endorsed this bill and its Legis- 
lative Committee will undoubtedly urge it 
1pon the attention of the House and Sen- 
ate. As heretofore, certain special inter- 
ests will oppose all legislation designed to 
place the foreign patent owner upon an 
equality with his American competitor 
and the snecious argument will be urged 
that the United States should continue to 
lead the world in maintaining liberal nat- 
ent laws in the hope that other nations 
will ultimately follow our example. Of 
course this argument takes no account of 
the fact that while we are waiting for 
other countries to accept our patent laws 
the consumers of the United States are 
being exploited for the exclusive benefit 
of foreign capitalists. Owing to the vast 
importance of the issues involved in the 
drug patent bill, its advocates should lose 
no time in opening the campaign tn the 


House, where, according to precedent, the 
fight must first be taken up. 


INFRINGEMENT OF TRADE-MARKS, 


An effort will be made this winter to 
pass a bill making the infringement of a 
trade-mark a criminal offense punishaple 
by fine and imprisonment. While there 
is much to be said in favor of this meas- 
ure there is a strong prejudice in both 
houses against any addition to the pres- 
ent category of crimes within the Federal 
jurisdiction. Thé House Committee on 
?atents in the last Congress gave an ex- 
ended series of hearings on this bill, but 
owing to superior organization the wit- 
1esses who appeared were selected almost 
exclusively from among the advocates of 
lie proposition. The committee was much 
mpressed with the testimony thus taken, 
but subsequently an avalanche of pro- 
tests from other interests convinced Chair- 
man Currier and his colleagues that it 
was not expedient to report the bill. This 
fight will again be undertaken and at the 
present writing the issue is wholly in 
ioubt, 

PATENT COURT OF APPEALS. 

The House Patent Committee will also 
consider an important bill creating a pat- 
ent court of appeals. Under existing pat- 
ent laws important issues have frequently 
been decided adversely in different judicial 
districts and consequently it is impossible 
to harmonize the patent practice of the 
country at large. All the patent bar as- 
sociations favor a special court of appeals 
and the House Committee is convinced 
that the legislation is desirable. The cost 
of maintaining such a tribunal will not 
be large and if the House leaders can be 
won over to the project it will probably 
be put through, 


AMENDING THE SHERMAN ANTI-TRUST 
LAW. 


The necessity for the amendment of the 
Sherman anti-trust act has been so fully 
demonstrated during the past year that it 
is an open secret here that President 
Roosevelt in his forthcoming annual mes- 
sage will urge Congress to give very seri- 
ous consideration to this matter. The co- 
incident drastic enforcement of the Sher- 
man law and of the interstate commerce 
laws, especially the Elkins act, has de- 
veloped numerous inconsistencies and has 
worked much hardship in certain direc- 
tions. While the spirit of the interstate 
commerce law involves equal rates on 
similar commodities for equal distances, 
the Sherman law is held to forbid all 


|} agreements as to rates and all forms of 


Pooling. While cut-throat competition is 
recognized by every business man as most 


| disastrous, agreements to maintain prices 
are denounced by the Department of Jus- 


tice as violations of the anti-trust law 
and, as is well known, the drug trade, as 
the result of the so-called Indianapolis 
decree, is in a quandary as to the tech- 
1ical legality of what are regarded as per- 
fectly legitimate measures for the pro- 
tection of small merchants as against the 
encroachments of heavily capitalized com- 
petitors and local price-cutters, It is prob- 
able that the first step to be taken in the 
direction of the amendment of the Sher- 
man act will be the introduction early in 
the coming session of a measure incor- 
porating the conclusions reached at the 
conference of the Civic Federation in Chi- 
cago a few days ago and fully reported 
n these columns. The measure, in brief, 
will provide for a commission to suggest 
amendments to the Sherman law having 
n view the preservation of individual in- 
itiative, competition and the free exercise 
of the right of contract in all business 
and industrial relations. 
FEDERAL CONTROL OF CORPORATIONS. 
It is anticipated that President Roose- 
velt will recommend to Congress the 
passage of a bill providing for the incor- 
poration under federal charters of large 
combinations of capital doing an inter- 
state business. The plan, as worked out 
in some detail by the Department of Com- 
merece and Labor, proposes that the 
Bureau of Corporations shall license all 
corporations having a certain amount of 
capital engaged in interstate traffic, es- 
pecially in commodities coming within the 
general categorv of necessaries of life. 
For several years measures covering this 
ground have been pending in one house or 
the other, notably a bill introduced four 
vears ago by Representative Palmer, of 
Pennsylvania, but heretofore the proposed 
legislation has been regarded as so rad- 
cal as t*? muke its enactment problemat- 
ical. Public opinion has undergone such 
changes in the past year or two, however, 
that the passage of a law providing fed- 
ral charters for the big corporations now 
seems to be among the probabilities of 
the Congressional program. Senator Me- 
Cumber, 
elaborate bill for this purpose and has dis- 
cussed it in detail with the President and 
with the officials of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor. He believes that 
the underlying principles of his measure 
have the hearty approval of the Presi- 
dent and, with the indorsement that he 
confidently anticipates, he predicts the 
early passage of the measure. 
REVISION OF THE DINGLEY ACT. 

The majority leaders of both houses are 
unalterably opposed to any legislation in 
the coming Congress changing the rates 
of the Dingley tariff act. The President 
may or may not suggest special measures 
of tariff reform in his forthcoming mes- 
sage, but so far as the modification of 
the schedules is concerned it is a safe 
prediction that nothing will be done. So 
well informed a Hovse leader as Repre- 
sentative Tawney, of Minnesota, chair- 
man of the House Committee on Appro- 
priations, is authority for the statement, 
however, that Congress will overhaul the 
Dingley law comprehensively at an extra 
session to be summoned immediately after 
the President’s inauguration in March, 
199. A movement that is gathering 
strength in many quarters will be directed 
against Congress early in the coming ses- 
sion to secure the passage of a joint reso- 
lution creating a nonpartisan commission 
to revise the tariff.

CUSTOMS ADMINISTRATIVE LAW, 
While the more conservative Congres- 
sional leaders are disposed to defer the 
comprehensive amendment of the Customs 
Administrative act until after the Dingley 
law is revised, the subject will be brought 
sharply to the attention of Congress at 
the coming session by the advocates of an 
amendment intended to prevent the fur- 
ther utilization of export prices as the 
basis of invoice valuations, The North 
Customs Commission granted this conces- 
sion to German exporters and by the au- 
tomatic operation of the most-favored-na- 
tion principle it has since been extended 
to shippers in all countries. Certain do- 
mestic interests claim that the result has 
been undue stimulation of imports, and a 
test case involving the legality of this 
of the German-American agree- 
now on its way through the 
courts. The interests opposed to the ex- 
port price principle will present a bill 
early in the coming session so amending 
the Customs Administrative act as to pre- 
vent the extension of the export price con- 
cession beyond July 1, next, when the 
existing agreements will be subject to 
modification. In view of the fact that the 
commission, headed by Assistant Secre- 
tary Reynolds, which recently made a 
tour of Europe for the purpose of inves- 
tigating export methods, has not yet made 
a report, the attitude of the Treasury De- 
partment on this proposed legislation can- 
not be foreshadowed. 
RECIPROCITY WITH FRANCE, 

There is no prospect for the ratification 
of a reciprocity treaty with France in the 
coming Congress, but the administration 
relies upon the extension to French ex- 
ports of the concessions recently granted 
to German products to prevent retaliatory 
action by the French Parliament. French 
producers especially are interested in the 
maintenance of the export price principle 
and a very serious situation would be 
presented should Congress pass a law 
nullifying this concession. At present it 
is believed that American cotton oil and 
petroleum interests are secure against 
hostile legislation, although the French 
government has given no definite pledges. 
It is hoped that the agreement now being 
negotiated by Secretary Root and the 
French ambassador will be sufficiently 
comprehensive to prevent a rupture be- 
tween the two governments in the event 
that Congress in its wisdom shall decide 
to cut off the export price concession. 


PHILIPPINE TARIFF REDUCTION. 

The bill providing for free trade with 
the Philippine Islands will again be pre- 
sented in the House soon after the open- 
ng of the session. Secretary of War Taft 
will return to Washington about Decem- 
ber 15 and may be counted upon to bring 
all possible influence to bear to force this 
bill out of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee soon after the holiday recess. The 
measure will be strongly opposed by do- 
mestic tobacco and sugar interests and 
its ultimate fate is likely to be settled 
by the Senate. The latest returns from 
the islands indicate a very fair degree of 
prosperity, and as many of the Congres- 
sional leaders regard it as inadvisable to 
bind the Philippines to the United States 
by the ties of unrestricted commerce, in 
view of the ultimate purpose to grant in- 
dependence to the Filipinos, it is ve 
doubtful that Secretary Taft's plans will 
be carried out. 


THE NEW CUBAN RECIPROCITY TREATY. 


It is regarded as unlikely that a new 
Cuban treaty will be submitted for ratifi-. 
cation during the coming Congress not- 
withstanding the fact that the existing 
convention expires in December, 1908. 
American occupation will probably not 
cease in the island until about January 1, 
199, and if a new treaty is then nego- 
tiated it is not likely to provide for any 
changes in the existing rates on Cuban 
products entering the United States, the 
proposed modifications being all in the na- 
ture of reductions in the Cuban duties on 
importations from this country. Such a 
treaty would not require the assent of the 
Senate or the approval of the House to 
put it into force, and the administration 
will no doubt adopt a course that will pre- 
vent the blocking of its plans by any ele- 
ment in either House of Congress. 


ATTEMPTED REPEAL OF THE BANK- 
RUPTCY LAW. 

An early attempt will be made in the 
coming Congress to repeal the Federal 
Bankruptcy act, but it is not believed that 
it will meet with success. The law has 
proven of great advantage to the business 
men of the country and while certain of 
its features might be amended with ad- 
vantage, it is a question as to whether it 
would be advisable to risk the wiping out 
of the statute by an attempt to pass an 
amendatory measure at this time. 


LABOR BILLS. 


The representatives of organized labor 
have adopted a program of legislation for 
the coming session, including two meas- 
ures of great importance to all manu- 
facturers and employers, namely, the so- 
called eight-hour and anti-injunction bills. 
The eight-hour bill will be referred to the 
Labor Committee of the House while the 
anti-injunction measure will go to the 
Judiciary Committee. Similar bills were 
pending in the last Congress, but were 
smothered in committee as the result of 
most energetic opposition on the part of 
the leading manufacturers’ organizations. 
In view of existing industrial conditions 
the passage of either of these bills would 
be regarded by conservative interests as 
disastrous and the fight against them this 
winter promises to be more spirited than 
ever before.

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Freight Rates Advance. 


To-day, December 2, the winter schedule 
of import rates will be put into effect by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad and some of 
the other roads. There will be an advance 
in the carload rates on the following im- 
orted commodities:—

chalk, feldspar, glass (plate and window), 
glycerine, granite, herbs, oil china wood, 
oil cocoanut, oil creosote, oil olive, oil 
palm, oil peanut. olives, saltpeter, salts 
(aniline), salts (epsom), seeds, sheep dip, 
paint (earth), roots, tar.

No Duty on Synthetic Camphor. 


UNITED STATES CIRCUIT COURT SUS- 
TAINS BOARD OF APPRAISERS THAT 
ARTIFICIAL PRODUCT IS NOT THE 
REFINED ARTICLE SUBJECT 
TO A SIX CENT TAX. 


Schering & Glatz, of New York, have 
won an important victory from the gov- 
ernment in having affirmed by the United 
States Circuit Court the action of the 
Board of General Appraisers at this port 
in entitling synthetic camphor to admis- 
sion free of duty. There was no 
specific provision for the artificial prod- 
uct in the schedule of 1897, when the ar- 
ticle had attained little more than a labora- 
tory recognition. The customs officials 
have attempted to have it classified as 
refined, subject to a tax of six cents per 
pound. The importers have fought the 
issue with perseverance, basing their 
stand on the principal ground that syn- 
thetic camphor as imported was below the 
standard of crude Formosan camphor, 
which, in an improved form, was entitled 
to free entry. Carrying the argument 
further, it was contended that this va- 
riety of crude was suitable for making 
most kinds of celluloid, while the artificial 
product was not available for use in the 
arts without a process of refining. The 
testimony of experts figured to a con- 
spicuous extent in the case, and a copy of 
the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter formed 
part of the evidence in support of the 
contention that the purity of the goods in 
question was determined by the melting 
point. Judge Platt’s decision follows:— 

“The merchandise in dispute is syn- 
thetic camphor. This is produced abroad 
under a patented process, from the oil of 
turpentine, and is in no wise connected 
with the camphor made from the leaves 
and branches of the camphor tree, which 
has been the subject of tariff legislation 
since 1824. It has crept into our com- 
merce long since the passage of the Act 
of 1897, and therefore could not eo nomine 
have been in the mind of the legislature, 

“It is made by a secret process, and our 
knowledge of the product can galy come 
from physical examination and chemical 
analysis. It has, however, now come to 
be known in trade as camphor and is 
used as a substitute for camphor. Under 
Pickhardt vs. Merrit, 132 U. S. 252, I sup- 
pose it must be classified as camphor, al- 
though such treatment leads us into the 
quagmire of this issue. 

“Exhibits A and 1 are from the product 
in suit. Exhibit 2 is presented by the im- 
porter and shows a synthetic camphor, 
which has only slightly affected commerce 

*in this country. The manner of its mak- 
ing is shrouded in darkness. The import- 
er concedes it to be “‘refined.”” The gov- 
ernment concedes that Exhibits A and 1 
are not refined to the extent of responding 
to the test of the United States Pharma- 
copoela, but insists that such a test must 
be confined to the medicinal use of cam- 

hor; that the use of camphor in the arts 

s greatly in excess of its use as a med- 
icine; and that if it is so far refined that 
it can be used in manufactures in the 
condition imported, it ought to pay duty. 

“It is conceded that crude camphor can- 
not be put to any use, and for that rea- 
son, it was pat upon the free list in the 
act of 1897. he celluloid industry is very 
large, and when its owners use crude 
natural camphor they refine it upon their 
own premises. If they can use this mer- 
chandise without refining it, the problem 
is solved. 

“The melting and boiling points of crude 
camphor are undoubtedly important tests 
in discovering the line of damarcation 
between crude and refined camphor. It 
would seem, however, that since 9 per 
cent. of the imported camphor is used in 
the manufactures of arts and only 10 per 
cent. in medicines, it would be unneces- 
sary to find all the limitations of the 
Pharmacopoeia present in a substance be- 
fore it could be classified as refined cam- 
phor for tariff purposes. If the large 
quantities used in manufacturing celluloid 
in its different forms can be satisfac- 
torily used in a less refined state than 
that devoted to medicinal purposes, the 
tests which will pass the former should 
be enough. 

“If the evidence showed the merchandise 
in dispute to be entirely fit for use in 
the condition in which it is found when 
imported, it ought to pay duty. The gov- 
ernment insists that the testimony estab- 
lishes that fact, but upon careful read- 
ing, I cannot so find. It seems to require 
further treatment before it is thought fit 
for use. Therefore, it cannot be said to 
be refined. 

“The government acquiesced in a decision 
of the board in 1902, which classified an 
importation of natural camphor from For- 
mosa as crude and a like product has 
been coming in since then free. That 
merchandise was in a pretty fair condi- 
tion of purity, with a high melting and 
beiiag point, and quite clean looking. It 
would be unfair to levy tribute on such 
artificial camphor as that in issue and 

rmit such a product as the improved 

‘ormosa to come in free, 

“This merchandise is on the edge of be- 
ing a chemical compound, but if we are 
to discuss it under the camphor para- 
graphs, it is not possible for me to find 
sufficient warrant for reversing the board. 
Indeed, the testimony as to the use of 
the merchandise as imported was far 
stronger before the board than it now 
otanés Retore the court. 

e decision of the board is affirmed.”

Col. John J. Carter, president of the 
Carter Oil Company, of Titusville, Pa., 
who since February has been in Japan 
at the head of a party which had heen 
making a number of tests for oil, has 
written to friends that he will he home 
for Christmas. 


In Bridgeport township, Lawrence 
county, Ill., C. B. Shaffer has drilled in 
a 360-barrel gusher in No. 14 on the W. 
E. Finley farm, section 17. This well 
is located 650 feet from the south line 
and the same distance from the east 
line of the farm. 


On Dunkard creek. Ratelle district, 
Monogalia county, W. Va., the South 
Penn Oil Company has given its No. 2, 
an old well on the H. Fluharty farm, a 
forty-quart shot and it responded by 
producing 140 barrels the ensuing 
twenty-four hours. 


The Bradford (Pa.) Gas Company has 
located another good oil well on the 
Terwilliger farm in the Hebron field. 


W. P. Bowles and associates are cred- 
ited with bringing in a 500-barrel pro- 
ducer on the McF addin tract at Spindle 
Top, Tex., on lands leased from the 
Big Five Oil Company. 


On Big Branch, Duval district, Lin- 
coln county, W. Va., the Guyan Oil 
Company has a brace of good pro- 
ducers on the W. L. Watson farm. For 
several days the two have averaged 95 
barrels a day. No. 3 on the same farm 
is drilling at 800 feet. 


T. C. Dawson & Co. has a light show 
of oil on the A. E. McMillan farm, one 
mile north of Fairview, Beaver county, 
Pa. Near Georgetown, in the same 
county, P. R. Laughlin & Co. have 
completed a test on the J. E. Wright 
farm and have a light pumper. 


Preparations are in progress for a 
thorough exploitation of the resources 
of the Virgin City, Utah country, where 
many important petroleum interests 
are represented. The formation of the 
field is said to be so regular that the 
first drilling can be accomplished at a 
comparatively small cost. 


A company composed entirely of 
women has been organized in Butler 
county, Pa., and will drill for petro- 
leum. The women have secured a block 
of leases near the Perryville field, and 
although they are two miles ahead of 
developments, the women feel confident 
that they will strike oil in paying quan- 
tities. 


On Tanner’s fork, Troy district, Gil- 
more county, the Crude Oil Company 
has drilled its test on the G. A. Kem- 
per farm into the Berea grit and has 
a show for a natural producer good for 
twenty-five barrels a day. This loca- 
tion is near New Berne and was ex- 
pected to get its production in the 
Gantz sand. 


James O’Neill, for years an extensive 
oil operator in the Pennsylvania fields, 
died at Webb City, Mo., where he was 
active in the oil industry as well as in 
zine, coal and lead mining operations. 
Death followed a stroke of apoplexy. 
A grandson, James O’Neill Bruen, is 
prominently connected with the oil in- 
dustry in Oklahoma. 


On Salt Lick run, Mannington dis- 
trict, Marion county, W. Va., the Fair- 
mont Gas Company’s test on the Abe 
Hess heirs’ farm is producing 95 bar- 
rels a day. On Little Mods run, in the 
same district, the McKeown heirs will 
put its No, 10 on the N. S. Beatty farm 
to pumping from the Big Injun and will 
have a light producer. 


Tests made with the product from the 
Florence, Colo., field are said to have 
demonstrated such a high viscosity for 
its lubricating oil and such a high melt- 
ing point for its wax that contracts 
over five years have been authorized at 
$1 per barrel, an advance of 25c. over 
the former basis. The enhancement is 
cxpecten to stimulate operations in the 

eld. 


The oil well drilled in Jander Run, a 
mile south of Shinglehouse, Potter 
county, Pa., pumped 60 barrels in three 
days, but it is expected to settle down 
to about a five-barrel producer. Ol! 
was found at a depth of 1,222 and 1,283 
feet. This well is located about a mile 
in advance of the Horse Run pool, and 
every acre in that vicinity is under 
lease, 


On Wheeling creek. Aleppo town- 
ship, Greene county. Pa., the Waynes- 
burg Oil Company has drilled its test 
on the A. A. Jones farm into the ton of 
the Gordon and has developed no oil or 
gas. Southwest of the Bristoria field. 
in the same county, the Venture Oil 
Companv is making a deep test on the 
Henry FElbin farm. Tt is now down 
3,650 feet and has no oil or gas. 


On Miracle run, RBattelle district, 
Mononealia county, W. Va., the South 
Penn Company has drilled its test on 
the TL. and H. Gump farm 14 feet into 
the fourth sand and found nothing but 
a light show of oil at 12 feet in the 
sand. On Church’s Fork. Church dis- 
trict, Wetzel countv. the Pure Oil Com- 
nanv has drilled its test on the John 
Kuhn farm to a depth of 3,420 feet and 
has a duster in all sands. 


On lot 162. ten miles southwest of Ra- 
mona. on Bird creek. in the Osage na- 
fion. Tndian Territory. the test for the 
American Oil Company showed for a 
stronger gasser in the vwnper sand. but 
on drilline down a 100-harrel nroducer 
resnited. Several producing wells have 
heen drilled on the east end of lot 161 
hy the Steyner Oil Company, hut the 
well on lot 162 shows a better forma- 
tion to the west, with good prospects 
for considerable production.

In the St. Mary’s district, Pleasants 
county, W. Va., the Wildcat Oil Com- 
pany has completed its No. 5 on.the H. 
G. Bradfield estate and has a natural 
producer good for ten barrels a day 
from the Squaw sand at a depth of 
1,070 feet. The Lock Farm Oil Com- 
pany’s No. 7 on the H. P. and J. B. 
Lock farm is a very light pumper, 


L. G. Neely and others have struck a 
rich spot in their lease on the O. B. 
Hicks heirs’ farm, section 27, Martin 
township, Crawford county, Ill. No. 8 
on this farm, 500 feet from the north 
line and 200 feet from the east line, 
produced 500 barrels; No. 9, located 800 
feet from the north line and 200 feet 
from the east line of the same farm, 
produced 400 barrels, while No. 12, same 
farm, but in section 34, produced but 
50 barrels. These wells are just north 
of Hardinsville, 


On Miracle run, Battelle district, 
Monongalia county, W. Va., the 
Wheeling Natural Gas Company has 
drilled its test on the A. T, Johnson 
farm through the fourth sand and the 
hole has filled up 2,500 feet with fluid. 
it will make a very fair producer, On 
the South fork of Dunkard creek in the 
same district the South Penn Oil Com- 
pany has drilled its No. 6 on the 
Louisa Wear farm through the Camp- 
bells run sand and developed a very 
light show of oil. 


In Robertson township, Crawford 
county, Ill., the Mitchell Oil Company 
has drilled in a 200-barrel gusher in 
No. 2 on the northwest corner of the 
Mitchell heirs’ farm, section 25. In the 
same township Rogers & Downing have 
a 200-barrel gusher in their No. 1, lo- 
cated on the northwest corner of the 
Charles Coulter farm, and Mitchell and 
others have struck a century producer 
in their test on the southeast corner 
of the Henry E. Green farm, in the 
southwest quarter of section 24. 


The East Titusville (Pa.) Oil and Gas 
Company has made a location for its 
No. 11 a short distance west of No. 10, 
in the “Grasshopper” district. The pre- 
vious well was a good one at the start, 
making about 80 barrels the first day 
natural. Since it has fallen off to ten 
barrels. It may be shot later. The 
company which is operating on the old 
John Watson farm, a territory that 
was supposed to have been pretty thor- 
oughly drained, has drilled ten wells 
and has found oil in paying quantities 
every time. 


On the Ohio side, on Sheets run, 
Washington county, C. C. Stover has 
completed his No. 5 on the J, F, Canary 
farm and has a fifteen-barrel pumper 
in the second Cow Run sand. In the 
same district the Squaw Oil Company 
has drilled its test on the A. C. Lauder- 
bech farm through the Squaw sand 
and has a ten-barrel pumper. In the 
Clinton lime district, Fairfield county, 
the Bremen Oil and Gas Company’s test 
on the J. W. Hutson farm is now three 
weeks old and is still holding up at 
120 barrels a day. 


Reports from the Anse la Butte, La., 
oil field say that the gusher there gives 
some evidence of failing in force. The 
gusher has been somewhat spasmodic, 
at times subsiding almost entirely and 
then coming with renewed energy and 
force. This has had a dampening ef- 
fect upon some prospectors, but ex- 
perienced oil men maintain that the 
well will prove fully 5,000 barrels a day 
with compressed air. About a dozen 
new wells will be drilled in the vicinity 
and the Southern Pacific road may ex- 
tend its service to the field. 


William Bayliss and others of Titus- 
ville, Crawford county, Pa., have se- 
cured leases on several farms in the 
Fauncetown district, and are sinking a 
number of test wells on the R. A. Hol- 
labaugh farm, near Boiles’ Corners, 
Although this location is a mile or two 
in advance of the developments in that 
district, which has produced small 
quantities of oil in the last eight years, 
these operators believe that the vast 
volume of gas in the Fauncetowntis- 
trict is backed up by oil in greater 
quantities than has yet been dis- 


covered. 


The seven-masted schooner Thomas 
W. Lawson, the largest of her kind 
afloat, is now on the way to London 
carrying 2,000,000 gallons of Texas oil. 
She took on part of her cargo at the 
docks of the Sun Oil Company, Phila- 
delphia, and the remainder in Dela- 
ware Bay. The Lawson draws, loaded, 
27 feet of water, and as it would have 
been impossible for her to have gone 
this deep at the docks or on the way 
down the Delaware, she took on the 
bulk of her cargo at the docks of the 
Sun company, and the remainder was 
put aboard a barge and then pumped 
into the schooner when deeper water 


was reached.

Demand for white lead and 
the oxides has slackened, and, owing 
to weakness in the basic metal, prices 
are unsettled, though without quotable 
change. Domestic zine oxides are firm 
and fairly active. Dry colors are slow 
of sale, but values are unchanged, Pre- 
pared paints and metallic paints remain 
quiet. Barytes displays little activity, 
while china clay, whiting and putty 
continue to move into the channels of 
consumption on a fairly liberal scale. 
Glues are moderately active and firm 
as to price. Varnish gums are easier, 
owing to the continued absence of de- 
mand. China wood oil is steady. A 
decline of two cents has been recorded 
in the price of linseed oil. Turpentine 
is firmer. Complete reports of the lin- 
seed oil and naval stores markets ap- 
pear on pages 19 and 22, respectively. 

White Lead, Zines, Etc. 

WHITE LEAD.—Trade has slack- 
ened and prices are unsettled by rea- 
son of the weakness in pig lead. There 
is no quotable change, however, and 
leading corroders say there will be no 
revision in values until after the turn 
of the year. The movement of both 
dry lead and lead in oil represents no 
more than the actual requirements of 
buyers. Contracts are in abeyance 
pending developments. English lead 
in oil has been in light demand, but 
prices have ruled steady at 10%@10%c., 
as to quantity. 

RED LEAD.—A quiet market has 
been in progress during the week, job- 
bing sales constituting the bulk of 
business.

ORANGE MINERAL.—A continued 
seasonably quiet market has prevailed 
for all descriptions, with the limited 
business in progress almost wholly of 
a light jobbing character. Values were 
repeated on the basis of 8%@9c. for 
American; 10@12c. for English and Ger- 
man; 11%@12c. for French, as to qual- 
ity and quantity, less the usual dis- 
count terms, 

ZINCS.—There has been no appre- 
ciable change in conditions ‘governing 
this market. A fair demand on out- 
standing contracts has prevailed for 
American process oxide, and a satis- 
factory volume of new business has 
been entered for 1908 shipment. The 
market is firm at lately prevailing 
quotations. French red _ seal rules 
steady on the basis of 844@8%c.; green 
seal, 104%@10%c., less the usual dis- 
count terms, as to quantity. German 
brands may be repeated on the basis 
of 6%@ic. for red seal; 73%,.@7%c. for 
green seal; 8%@S8tec. for white seal, as 
to quantity. The steamship Oscar ILI., 
from Stettin, brought in 60 casks; 
Queensland, from Marseilles, 25 casks; 
Bovic, from Liverpool, 35 casks. 

PIG LEAD.—The market has been 
dull, and prices have further declined, 
common lead on the spot being quoted 
at 4.25¢c., and forward at 4.20c. The 
St. Louis market is stagnant, with Mis- 
souri nominally quoted at 4.10c. Soft 
Spanish lead at London opened at 
£16 10s., ruled steady Tuesday, ad- 
vanced 5s. Wednesday, declined 65s. 
Thursday, and closed Friday at £16 5s. 

Dry Colors. 
BLACKS. 


Nothing of really new interest oc- 
curred in this market during the week. 
The export demand for carbon black has 
been fully up tomanufacturers’ expecta- 
tions, whereas thedomestic consumption 
of other varieties is below the average 
for this period of the year.

Our Leg- 
horn correspondent writes under date 
of November 8, as follows:— 

The market for the superior grades is_ still 
very firm, with the tendency upwards. There 
exists among our producers a serious intention 
to form a combine, the object of which is to 
materially advance It is generally be- 
lieved that this increase could be effectively 
applied to the true extra white grades without 
causing a diminution in the demand. At any 
rate, if the arrangement in question takes 
place, as it seems, prices will undoubtedly ad- 
vance suddenly and to an appreciable extent. 
If, contrary to all our producers’ beliefs, the 
demand should become less active, prices wil! 
be lowered. For the last three years the de 
mand has exceeded the production, and while 
the latter has not increased, the demand has, 
on the contrary, been increasing all the time. 
Under the circumstances, even putting aside 
the possibility of the above combine, it is 
probable that advances will be recorded next 
year. 

TERRA ALBA.—The market pre- 
sents no new features. Demand is 
slow, but prices are maintained on the 
basis of 75@80c. per 100 lbs. for No. 1 
American; 60@65c. for No. 2; 80c.@$1 
for English; 90c.@$1 for French, as to 
quality and quantity, less the usual 
discount terms. 

WHITING.—The market displayeda 
fairly active appearance during the 
week, though new business has notice- 
ably fallen off. However, the leading 
manufacturers have sufficient business 
on their books to keep their mills in

Varnish Gums. 

While there has been no material 
change in prices during the week, 
the market has been easier, owing 
to the continued absence of demand.

The Production of Bismuth. 
Washington, Noy. 29, 1907. 
A brief report on the production of bis- 
muth in 1%6 shows an output of 8,354 


pounds, or less than 4 per cent, of the 
quantity imported. The report is as fol- 
lows:— 

The United States has been but a small pro- 
ducer of bismuth ores, and these have been 
shipped abroad for refining. Meanwhile this 
country has imported refined bismuth to @ 
much greater value than its exports of the 
raw material, 

The refining of bismuth does 
be attended by any particular 
culty, but the large emelting companies do not 
care for so small a business, while the smaller 
firms apparently do not wish to antagonize 
the foreign firms who now control the business, 

The only bismuth production known to have 
been made in this country during 1906 Was 
from two mines at Leadville, Col., whose out- 
put was 8,334 pounds, for which a value of 
$12,500 was given, 

Biemuth was imported during 1906 to tie 
amount of 254,733 pounds, valued at $318,452, 
but no record was kept of the importation of 
bismuth compounds. - 

Besides the eccurrence noted at Leadville, 
Col., bismuth ores are known at other localities 
in that State; in Southeastern New Mexico; 
in Southern California; on Charlie Creek, 
thirty-five miles north of Nome, Alaska; at 
Hailey, Idaho; on Reese River, Nevada, and 
west of Salt Lake, Utah. None of these lo- 
calities are known to have preduced ore dwiing 
1906. 

Some lead ores carry bismuth, and when lead 
is refined electrolytically the bismuth remaing 
in the residual mud. It is thought that the 
lead refineries using this process may turn out 
some bismuth in the future. 

folivia produces by far the largest quantity 
of bismuth, and during 1906 exported bismuth 
to the value of $722,978. 

Other countries, either actual or potential 
producers of bismuth, are Bohemia, Mexico, 
New South Wales, Norway, Peru, Portugal, 
Queensiand, Saxony and Tasmanta, 

Most of the bismuth produced is used in phar- 
maceutical preparations, such as the subnitrate, 
the combinations with the haloids, the tannate 
and others. It is also used fin low-fusing alloys 
or cliche metal and to a small extent in glaes.

Regulations Regarding Exeeution 
of Bonds. 


SERIES PREPARED BY THE SECRETARY 
OF THE TREASURY OF SPECIAL IN- 
TEREST TO DEALERS IN AND CON- 
SUMERS OF DENATURED SPIRITS. 
Washington, Nov. 29, 1907. 
The Secretary of the Treasury has pre- 
pared a series of regulations regarding 
the execution of bonds required by the 
customs, internal revenue and _ other 
statutes governing the Treasury Depart- 
ment. The regulations are of special in- 
terest to dealers in denatured adcohol and 
manufacturers using denatured spirits; 
also to the wholesale drug trade, partic- 
ularly that branch operating under fed- 
eral rectifiers’ licenses. Following is the 
text of the new regulations:— 


‘“‘From and after this date the following rules 
will be enforeed in the execution of all bonds 
required under this department:— 

‘‘}, A eorporate surety compuny, duly quali- 
fied under the act of Congress of August 13, 
1894, is preferred as surety, and may be 
accepted in amounts not exceeding one-tenth of 
its capital and surplus on any ome bond, as 
provided by department order of February 
1, 1907. 

“2. The full name and residence of principal 
and surety must be clearly written in the bouy 
of the bond, 

“3. The bond must bear date ag of the day 
upon which it was actually executed, but will 
become effective only from date of approval. 

“4, The bond must be signed by the principal 
and surety, and the signature of each party 
must be made in the presence of two persofis, 
who must sign their names as witnesses. 

‘5. A seal of wax or wafer must be attached 
to the signature of the principal and of each 
individual surety. A corporate surety must 
affix its corporate seal. 

“6. Evidence of the qualification of a surety 
company under department regulations and of 
the authority of its officers or agents executing 
the bofid on its hehalf must be filed in the 
department, but must not be attached to the 
bond. 

“7, All erdsutes or interlineations must be 
noted above the signatures of the witnesees 
as having been made before execution of the 
borid. 

RULES APPLICABLE TO INDIVIDUALS AS 
SURETIES ONLY. 

“8. There must not be less than two indi- 
vidual sureties (five on bontds of collectors of 
internal revefiue), 

‘9. The sureties must justify in unincum- 
bered real estate at its fair market value in 
amounts the aggregate of which will be equal 
to at least twice the penalty of the bond, 

‘10. Each surety must make and sign an 
affidavit of the amount he is worth over and 
above all his debts and liabilities, and such 
exemptions as may be allowed by law. The 
property must be fully described so as to be 
easy of identification. Each surety must also 
state in his affidavit whether or not he is liable 
as surety on any other bonds, and if so, in 
what amounts, 

“11. The affidavits of the sureties must be 
taken and subscribed before an officer author- 
ized to administer oaths generally, who must 
affix his official seal or furnish evidence of his 
authority and official character, 

“12. A judge or attorney of the United States 
or a clerk of a United States court must certify, 
of his personal knowledge, that the sureties are 
sufficient to pay the full penalty of the bond, 
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“13. A married woman will not be accepted 
as a surety. 
“14, | No eurety can hold office under his prin-

Proposed Pure Drug Law for New 
York State. 


A joint conference of the legislative 
committee of the New York State Ph. A. 
and the State Board of Pharmacy was 
held in Albany last week to discuss the 
drafting ef a pure drug bill to be present- 
ed for paSsage at the next session of the 
Legislature. 

It was decided that a bill should be 
drawn which, while not eonflicting with 
the duties of other departments of the 
State government and safeguatiding the 
public health, should reserve to the Board 
of Pharmacy the power of enforcing the 
law so far as drugs are concerned. Other 
conclusions reached as to the provisions 
of the proposed law were:— 


That all U. 8S. P. and N. F. preparations sold 
shall be of standard strength and that the label 
requirement regarding the alcoholic or narcotic 
content of drugs should not apply to such prep- 
arations nor to physicians’ prescriptions. 

That a guaranty shall be exacted from the 
seller within the State which ehall afford pro- 
tection to the retailer and that no serial num- 
ber shall be required. 

That the regulation of the manufacture and 
sale of spirituous and malt liquors shall not be 
included in the proposed law. 

That the penalty for each violation of the 
prorposed act shall be $50, the same to be for- 
feited to the Board of Pharmacy. 

That the definition of the word ‘‘person’’ shall 
be the same as in the Wainwright bill, intro- 
duced at the last session of the Legislature 
(Section 41b, subdivision 2), which declares that 
the word ‘‘person’’ shall import both the plural 
and the singular and shall include corporations, 
companies, societies and associations. 

That the term ‘‘misbranding’’ ehall be madé 
to conform with the Wainwright bill (Section 
41) and that Section 197 of the pharmacy law 
be amended accordingly.

Linseed Oil, 

The weakness of the oil market early 
in the week was made apparent last 
Wednesday, when the local card figures 
were dropped 2 cents, bringing the 
price down to the basis of raw State 
and Western oil in 5 or more barrels 
at 44 cents, with the usual cent ad- 
vance on this figure for city brands. 
Seed has shown a disposition to fluctu- 
ate, but as a whole, is firmer and 
higher than a week ago. The lower 
cost of oil may therefore be attributed 
to the quiet state of the market, conse- 
quent to the time of the year. Buyers, 
however, if not active at the move- 
ment, are at least showing more in- 
terest, to judge from the increased 
number of inquiries for future posi- 
tions. It is fair to assume that a num- 
ber of them at least would now be 
willing to enter upon contracts if they 
could procure a price to suit them. 
Crushers, however, discourage any fu- 
ture business, though apparently they 
are eager for spot shipment. The 
market quotation, so far as it can 
be determined, for car lots, has been 
reduced to 42 cents, but, as usual, oil 
can be had considerably under the 
market, if one knows where to find 
it.

Linseed Cake and Meal, 


The position of linseed cake has not 
improved, and the market is lower and 
if anything easier than a week ago. 
There has been no great accumulation 
by American mills, however, despite 
the disinclination of foreign buyers to 
enter the market. The selling season 
so far has been backward, and the 
pressure of quiet demand has brought 
prices down to $27.50@28 per ton, and 
meal at $28.50@29, 

Cottonseed Oil. 

After some hesitancy at the opening 
the market developed a firmer tone and 
prices scored moderate advances in all 
positions. Trading has been of a spas- 
modic character, the dullness at times 
being in marked contrast to the activity 
on Wednesday, when transactions ag- 
gregated over 19,000 barrels and estab- 
lished a record in volume for the sea- 
son thus far. The uncertainty at the 
opening was largely accountable to the 
break in lard, tallow and other com- 
petitive commodities. Several crop es- 
timates were put out early in the week, 
and these were ali smaller than those 
circulated earlier in the season.

CEYLON OIL.—Prices in accordance 
with the need of liquidation have again 
rested upon an easier basis, the breadth 
of range representing on the whole a 
rather weird set of figures for spot 
goods, 74@7'sc. being offered in some 
quarters, while with other dealers who 
argue on the basis of quality, 8%c. is 
asked. The foreign positions have also 
softened a trifle, January-March ship- 
ments quoting at 7c. 

COCHIN.—Perhaps the most widely 
quoted figures for spot stuff in a gen- 
eral way are 8%@9c., though there are 
from other sources quotations of 8%@ 
8%c. on 50-ton lots and upwards. The 
local supply, though comparatively 
lean, is adequate for the present move- 
ment. With the financial horizon clear- 
ing, however, big surprises are not at 
all improbable, as in the instance of a 
sudden stampede for prompt, which 
would very quickly clear the local mar- 
ket of all available stock. Forwards 
are still solid at 8c. for January-March 
shipment. 

CORN OIL.—Despite the fact that 
cottonseed oil has been gaining renewed 
strength all along the line, corn dropped 
another 15e, last week to $4.55, the low 
water mark for the year. The untcer- 
tainty of the cottonseed oil situation, 
iis tenccney to become erratic under 
the present heavy speculative move- 
ment, and the relaxed position of this 
market have no doubt been ,instru- 
mental in deviating the course of corn 
and influencing its producers in set- 
ting the existent price, The above fig- 
ures are given on a car-lot basis with 
the lesser quantities according to weight 
quoted from lc. to 5c. higher. Contract 
withdrawals and a light call for jobbing 
parcels constitute practically all of the 
current business, 

OLIVE OIL.—Information from vari- 
ous sources seems to point toward at 
least a maintenance of the present 
schedule, as the demands of foreign 
zonsuming interests are said to con- 
tinue unabated. Advices from Trieste 
are to the effect that the German mar-

PALM OIL.—What business has been 
recorded during the week was princi- 
pally of a jobbing character, soapmak- 
ers displaying no interest whatever in 
futures and operating on the spot for 
only sufficient quantities to cover pres- 
ent needs. The outlook at this time, 
however, is generally regarded as 
brighter, and increased trade is ex- 
pected very shortly. Holders in the 
local market are quoting 64@6%c. on 
red and on Lagos 64%@6%c. 

RAPESEED OIL.—The market for 
rapeseed oil is without feature, trade 
in volume striking a fair average on 
the quotable basis of 80@83c, for burn- 
ing quality, 76@78c. for blown and 75@ 
76c. for refined. Of the arrivals of raw 
stock for manufacture the largest dur- 
ing the week was 370 barrels Monday in 
from London per steamer Minneapolis. 

Animal and Fish Oils. 

COD OIL.—Contract deliveries con- 
sume the greater part of dealers’ atten- 
tion; heavy arrivals now being recorded 
from week to week as the result of the 
lately closed Newfoundland season 
are coming to hand. Information from 
St. Johns, N. B., is to the effect that with 
one exception the past season has been 
the most successful in the records of 
cod fishing along the Labrador coast. 
The total catch was 289,493 quintals, 
valued at $1,113,227. Last year the catch 
amounted to 250,887 quintals, valued at 
$1,030,482. On the spot prices are un- 
disturbed on the old basis of 42@44c. for 
domestic and 44@46c. for Newfound- 
land. 

LARD OIL.—There is little new to 
report on lard oil, the weakness ap- 
parent in the market for a number of 
preceding weeks having to a certain ex- 
tent disappeared. The off grades are 
somewhat firmer and perhaps object of 
more inquiry than the finer qualities, 
Prime descriptions are all unchanged 
in price and but lightly dealt in. The 
ruling quotations named for prompt in

Makers have heavy stocks 
of turpentine unsold and the realization of 
profit in covering the daily requirements be- 
comes less each day.

Alcohol Combine in England. 


A company has been formed in England 
called the Industrial Spirit Supply Co., 
ltd., for the purpose of regulating the 
supply of alcohol for industrial purposes, 
and as the compary includes all the im- 
portant distilleries in the country, the an- 
nouncement will be received with misgiv- 
ings on the part of manufacturers. The 
result of the law in that country has been 
disappointing and untaxed denatured al- 
cohol to-day costs only 1d. per gallon less 


than when it was subject to the or- 
dinary tax. The new combination may be 
expected to stifle competition altogether, 


and a further advance in the price of in- 
dustrial alcohol at an early date would 
not come as a surprise. A correspondent 
writing to the London Times deplores this 
absence of competition and expresses the 
belief that as a result of the encourage- 
ment offered to producers of spirit in the 
United States, “‘‘America in the future 
. will be a very serious rival to Brit- 
ish chemical manufacturers,”’

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Nov. 30, 1907. 
Petroleum Market. 


The lower southwest fields have fur- 
nished some fairly encouraging results 
since the interval and operators may 
be tempted to push work until an ab- 
solute check is encountered in the con- 
ditions that are incident to the winter. 
Lincoln county, West Virginia, has led 
in interest, following the bringing in 
of two good producers which for sev- 
eral days sustained an average close to 
100 barrels a day each. Developments 
are still in progress in the fourth sand 
districts of Wetzel and Monongalia 
counties, in the same State. While 
most of the late completions have been 
light, an occasionally favorable indica- 
tion is unearthed that tends to main- 
tain the confidence of operators. Such 
a result was experienced in the Battelle 
district of Monongalia county, the hole 
filling up 2,500 feet from the fourth 
sand. In the same district drilling to 
the fifth sand was rewarded with a 
promising show for oil. Doddridge 
county has also furnished some satis- 
factory results, a number of wells hav- 
ing turned from gas to oil. Good 
gassers have been encountered in Rit- 
chie and Monongalia counties. Nothing 
has been reported to lend justification 
io the recent wild cat ventures in Kan- 
awha and Clay counties in the same 
State. Operations in the Lima field in- 
dicate an abatement of interest, with 
the prospects pointing to a decrease in 
development work until next spring. 
The failure of the market for high 
grade crude to respond to the limited 
production of the older fields with an 
advance has been a disappointment to 
most operators, but some are philoso- 
phical enough to find contentment in a 
maintenance of values in the face of the 
heavy output of the Illinois and mid- 
continent fields. In the northwestern 
Ohio end of the Lima field the week’s 
completions numbered 21, with four dry 
holes, and a new production of 215 
barrels, an average of 12 2-3 barrels per 
successful well. In Indiana there were 
19 wells, from 18 of which were yielded 
605 barrels, an average of nearly 34 
barrels per producing well. Interest 
in Illinois centers in the rush to com- 
plete the two pipe lines now under con- 
struction, which, with the present facili- 
ties, will, it is expected, be adequate to 
keep the enormous output of the State 
in circulation. The runs from the wells 
for the first twenty-three days of the 
month aggregated 1,841,086 barrels, 
which, our correspondent estimates, 
represents about forty per cent. of the 
capabilities of the field, were the pipe 
lines equal to handle the entire pro- 
duction. The deliveries for the same 
period reached the small total of 3,322 
barrels. Development work for the 
week in Illinois shows the completion 
of 107 wells, 11 of which were dry holes 
or gas wells, with the new production 
amounting to 7,983 barrels, an average 





; Of about 83 barrels per successful well, 
| representing’ a decline of 16 barrels f.0m 
the average of the previous week. The 
Robinson field of Crawford county, 
however, furnished some exceptionally 
creditable producers, eight being in ex- 
cess of 500 barrels, one credited with 
550 barrels, two with 600 barrels, two 
with 650 barrels, one with 750 barrels, 
one with 800 barrels and another with 
900 barrels. Our correspondent in the 
Kentucky-Tennessee field reports a dis- 
position on the part of operators to sus- 
pend development work as a result of 
the recent decline in crude prices, with 
the exception of some sections of Ken- 
tucky where ‘‘wild cat’? ventures have 
been attended with gratifying success. 
According to a recent report from 
Anse la Butte, Louisiana, the gusher 
lately brought in there showed signs of 
lieclining, the flow being spasmodic, 
but it was still believed that the pro- 
duction could be maintained to 5,000 
varrels a day under compressed air. 
Quotations in the Gulf Coast field are 
again lower by 3c. Advices from Califor- 
lia place the probable production of the 
State for 1907 as approximately 35,000,- 
000 barrels, 





Refined and Products. 


The local market for refined has con- 
tinued more or less routine during the 
week, but with trading for domestic 
account reported to be well up to the 
seasonable average, despite the general 
commercial lull, While the export 
nevement shows a diminution from the 
heavy total of the previous week, it has 
embraced a fairly large volume, 9,627,- 
370 gallons, of which 6,763,820 gallons 
were shipped in bulk. Our record foi 
the previous week totaled 11,243,410 gal- 
lons (8,850,000 gallons in bulk). Charter- 
ing has not been especially lively, the 
only engagement reported for local 
shipment being one for 120,000 cases to 
four ports on the Persian Gulf and 
Kurrachee, December. Nothing of in- 
terest has been disclosed regarding 
values, and quotations may be repeated 
throughout. According to our corre- 
spondent, the declining tendency of thé 
Baku market has been checked, and a 
partial recovery in values has been 
scored in crude and kerosene for 
prompt and forward delivery. The 
lower prices lately prevailing served to 
stimulate the demand, but doubt is ex- 
pressed as to whether the higher prices 
can be maintained. Mail advices indi- 
cate that American and Russian lamp 
oils were firm under improved deliveries 
in London and Liverpool, with the same 
quotations current, but a cable dispatch 
early in the week noted a decline in 
American oil in London from 7% to 7d. 
The only change recorded on the Indian 
markets has been a slight advance in 
American bulk oil in Karachi. Amer- 
ican case and Eastern bulk oil are 
again higher in Shanghai. 

The market for the products is with- 
out new feature or noteworthy interest. 
Trading continues along steady lines, 
and values retain the same degree of 
firmness under the influence of high 
grade crude. The unusually heavy vol- 
ume of clearances of naphtha, 2,721,180 
gallons, previously noted, has not been 
approached during the current week, 
the more normal total of 84,250 gallons 
being recorded.

A review 
petroieum fields tor the last week is more than 
encouraging; still the prospects are not very 
flattering tor any great rush of drill during 
the winter, as preparations are being pertecied 
for closing down to a large extent in all d.s- 
tricts. One bad part of the industry here is 
the scarcity of water, and water tor the pur- 
poses valuable as is the crude product. 
As a money maker there has been no field 
opened up for many years that has been the 
equal of the Sucker State. The wel#e aver- 
age up much better than in any of the older 
fields and show much better staying qualities 
than the fields west of the Mississippi River. 
Pipe line work is being rushed both to the 
East and West, and as soon as the two lines 
now under construction are in shape to handie 
crude it will give the pipe lines an additional 
capacity of at least 45,000 barrels. The line to 
Alton will handle at least from 12,000 to 18,000 
barrele a day, and the new Eastern trunk line 
double that amount, and with the three trunk 
lines already handling oil, they will about 
clean up the stagnated production of the field. 
At the present time the Ohio Oil Company, 
the only pipe line people in the fleld, is taking 
upwards of 80,000 barrels a day, while other 
lines are handling less than 5,000 barrels a day, 
so if the Ohio Company had not taken the pains

No new movements or developments are to 
be noted in the Santa Maria field since our 
last report In fact, owing to the conditions 
in the field, no new development is looked for 
except in the new eastern field, and there it 
will take six months and over before any 
mark d developments are shown up. For Oc 
tober there was a falling off in the delivery 
of oll, not on account of decrease of produc- 
tion, but on account of other local causes 
We estimate that the delivery of oil for Oc- 
tober to Port Harford, which takes the great 
er bulk of it, and to the Gaviota delivery and 
the local railroad deliveries, amounts to about 
730,000 barrels. Nearly 60 per cent. of this 
oil is produced and handled by the Union Oil 
Company This is fully 50,000 barrels short 
of some recent months When the Standard 
and Associated and the Graciosa Oil Com- 
panies count out their share, there is very lit- 
tle left, even for loeal deliveries. In fact, fu 
ture contracts for any length of time would 
have to be refused Local deliveries are held 
for 65 cents and very shortly will be 75 cents 
per barre! at the point of railroad delivery 
nearest the wells. No one will enter into any 
long contract even at these prices, though the 
Standard t the pace at 50 cents a few 
months ago 

While the tendeney to look optimistically at 
the production f one’s home field prevails, 
certain unexpected factors often enter into 
the case which are not usually given out, but 
when the monthly total production is esti- 
mated, these facts come to light. The wells 
here are holding out very well, only slowly 
decreasing from natural causes, but not 
enough for any apprehension for the fields’ 
productivity. The amount of what a given 
number of wells produces is nearly always 
less than at first estimated, because there is 
a tendency to average up very large producers 
and the smaller wells are not considered. This 
has been the great bane in the past with our 
oil people who have over-estimated the pos- 
sibilities and probable production of the field. 
“or at least six months the field will, there- 
fore, do well to hold its own, the future new 
wells coming in offsetting the natural decrease 
of production of older ones A report has 
been given out that the increase of water and 
sediment in the wells has become apprehen- 
sive. While it may be acknowledged that 
this is so to a certain extent, we assert that 
the reports are very much exaggerated. In 
some localities where wells are very close and 
where some wells have been bored entirely 
through the oil formation, water and iner 
sediment have shown themselves, but on the 
whole there has been not sufficient increase 
to warrant any apprehension for the field. F. 


J. Burns is responsible for the following state-

Olive Oil Production. 


HOW THE INDUSTRY IS CONDUCTED IN 
SOUTHERN EUROPE. 


Consul D. I. Murphy, writing from Bor- 
deaux, reviews the olive trade of the 
Mediterranean countries, as well as cul- 
tural methods in olive groves:— 

While olives are not grown to any con- 
siderable extent in this French district, 
Bordeaux is one of the world’s principal 
markets for olive oil. The records of the 
consulate show the value of the olive oil 
export from Bordeaux to the United 
States for the past five years to have 
been $338,395 in 1902, $310,422 in 1903, $334,804 
in 1904, $343,282 in 1905, and $288,813 in 1906, 
or a total for the period of $1,615,716. 

According to French authorities, 
olive was brought from Greec into 
France in the sixth century B., C. The 
olive tree flourishes in its luxuriant per- 
fection along the Mediterranean coast 
frcm Marseilles across the Italian border. 
In France the groves cover a space of 
about 200 miles along the coast and be- 
tween forty and fifty miles iniand. The 
trees are planted on the high plateaus 
or on the slopes, the ground often being 
terraced by means of stone walls up to 
an elevation of 1,300 or 1,400 feet on the 
hillsides. 


THE BEST VARITIES—ESTABLISHING OR- 
CHARDS. 


The principal varieties of olive trees 
which long experience has shown to be 
the best producers are:—Le Cailletier, a 
beautiful tree with hanging branches, ac- 
commodating itself to a dry soil and pro- 
ducing fruit which yields excellent oil. 
Le Bianquetier, which flourishes on the 
seacoast, but does not stand cold very 
well; it produces in December and Janu- 
ary, its fruit making a fine white oil. 
Le Pignole bears small fruit abundantly, 
but is slow in maturing. Le Blavier has 
fruit with a rough pulp, giving a richly 
colored oil, but not very fine. L’Araban 
bears a rounded olive with rough pulp, 
producing good oil when pressed before 
fully matured. Picholine produces good 
fruit and excellent oil. There are other 
varieties not so good as those mentioned, 
such as I’'Espagnole, le Cayen, le Ribier, 
l’'Amelan, le Luques, and le Negrette. 

The trees are planted from thirty to 
forty-five feet apart, according to their 
variety and the nature of the soil, For 
the first ten years their growth is slow, 
but from that time their development is 
almost marvelous. They adapt them- 
seives to any soil where the roots can find 
the needed depth and where there is a 
sufficient proportion of potash, lime, and 
magnesia. They are extremely hardy, live 
to a great age, and stand without injury 
a temperature of 12 or 14 degrees F., pro- 
vided the cold is not too prolonged. 

The trees are most carefully and sys- 
tematically pruned, the pruning being 
considered the most essential element in 
olive culture. The pruning is so directed 
as to insure the free circulation of air 
and the exposure of the branches to the 
sun. The growers have the idea that 
leaf surface means much to the tree. 
They thin out the inner branches from 
the center of the tree, and also cut off 
those which are too high or too much 
exposed to the wind. The pruning is done 
either immediately after cold weather or 
just after the harvest. When large 
branches nave to be cut off, the amputa- 
tion is done smoothly, close to the tree, 
and the wound is dressed with tar. Al- 
though the trees bear only every other 
year, they are wonderfully fruitful. The 
same branch never bears twice, but the 
tree has an astonishing power of pro- 
ducing shoots almost perpetually, 


METHODS OF FERTILIZING—THE 
VEST. 


The system of fertilizing an olive grove 
seems rather peculiar. Every four or five 
years the grower digs a trench from six- 
teen to twenty inches deep around the 
tree and make therein a bed about two 
inches deep of cuttings of skin and leath- 
er, pieces of horns, bones, woolen rags, 
cloth clippings, in fact almost anything 
that decomposes slowly. This trench is 
never dug very close to the trunk of the 
tree, however, and the growers say that 
the slow decomposition of the things 
buried there mean a great deal to the 
life and the growth of the tree and the 
quality of its fruit. Soluble manure is 
used in the spring and in summer if the 
soil is fresh. Poudrette, nitrates, sulphate 
of ammonia, and super-phosphate of lime 
are also used plentifully. I can not find 
that any system of irrigation is used in 
France, the olive-growing country gen- 
erally having abundant rains. 

Late in July the green olive is fully 
formed. It turns to a yellowish color in 
autumn, and toward November becomes 
brown as it ripens. Then comes the har- 
vest, which sometimes continues until the 
following March or April, the fruits not 
all ripening at the same time. The gath-

HAR- 
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ering is only done in clear dr weather 
and then only by hand, or oy menmn of 
long rods, nets, or sheets being spread 
beneath the trees to catch the fruit and 
prevent bruising or contact with the 
earth. The olives are carefully handled 
and as carefully selected for the pressing. 
It is claimed that an olive grove, by care- 
ful Management, yields a clear annual 
profit of from $40 to $65 per acre, 


HOW THE OIL IS MADE. 


The making of olive oil is quite a simple 
process, but one calling for the exercise 
of the greatest care and cleanliness to 
produce the best results. The fruit is 
first lightly pressed in stone mills, almost 
identical with those used in ancient times. 
Indeed, French oil makers attribute much 
of their success to the continued use of 
these simple, old-time contrivances. 

The result of the first pressing is the 
virgin oil of re quality. A second 
operation, with added pressure, but still 
not enough to crush the pit of the olive, 
produces an excellent oil of second qual- 
ity. A third operation, with strong 
pressure of the mill, crushes the fruit and 
the pits of the olives and results in oil of 
= err: 

The residuum of these operations is 
boiled in water, the oil being skimmed 
from the surface. This gives a still lower 
quality of olive oil, which sells, of course, 
at a lower price than the others. What 
remains after all these processes is gener- 
ally allowed to ferment, the resulting oil 
being used for lubricating purposes and 
for soap making. Sometimes, however, 
the mass of pulp, instead of being allowed 
to ferment, is pressed into cakes and used 
for food for cattle, when ordinary fodder 
is scarce or high priced, 


HOW THE OIL IS HANDLED. 


A great part of the oil produced along 
the French Mediterranean coast is pur- 
chased by Bordeaux packers, the growers 
subjecting it to a single filtering process. 
One large house here generally buys all 
the oil produced on the higher slopes of 
the hills, their only competitors being a 
few English concerns manufacturing high. 
class pomades and hair oils. 

When the oil is brought to Bordeaux it 
is very thick and gummy. The packers, 
after testing and classifying it, store it in 
large vats, some of which are lined with 
enameled brick. After settling for some 
time in an evenly moderate temperature, 
it is drawn off and clarified by repeated 
filterings. The filtering material is carded 
cotton of fine quality, contained in com- 
partments of wood lined with zinc. Some 
of the packers make a great secret of 
their filtering prccess, but I am quite sure 
that it consists simply in some particular 
way of arranging the filters and in the 
number of layers of cotton used. 

It is safe to say that none of the prin- 
cipal dealers here adulterated their oils. 
They trust to extraordinary care in selec- 
tion, in repeated filtering through carded 
cotton, and in the absolute cleanliness 
with which every operation is carried on, 
even to the thorough cleansing of the 
bottles and corks, for the excellence of 
their products. As the product of each 
grower is not very large, the packers 
blend the different oils, aiming to keep 
the quality about the same, the result be- 
ing a smooth, palatable article. Properly 
treated, kept in an evenly cool temper- 
ature, a good olive oil will keep for three 
years without perceptible change. 


PRODUCTION OF OIL, 


Although I have gone to considerable 
trouble to ascertain the amount of olive 
oil produced, it has been found impossible 
to obtain from the different chambers of 
commerce of the several countries where 
olive oil is produced any figures to show 
the production of 1906. Indeed, it is im- 
possible at this time to ascertain the pro- 
duction in France for several years past. 
As for the Greek production, no figures 
are obtainable. As nearly as can be fig- 
ured out, the olive oil production for vari- 
ous countries has been as follows:—

The French statistics are meager and 
unsatisfactory and only show, so far as I 
can discover, the production of olives, 
which was as _ follows:—1900, 239,374,704

273,819,359 pounds, 

To give an idea of the importance of the 
olive oil industry of France, it may be 
mentioned that, according to a report of 
the minister of agriculture published in 
1892, in the single Department of the 
Alpes-Maritimes in that year the produc- 
tion of oil was 8,274,108 gallons, the value 
of which was $1,040,040, representing the 
output of 39,364 acres of olive trees.

THE CROP IN SEVILLE 
DISTRICT. 


Consul Louis J. Rosenberg, in a report 
from Seville, says that the excessive heat 
which was felt throughout that entire 
region of Spain during the month of Au- 
gust somewhat diminished the coming 
olive crop. He continues:— 

The heat dried the trees and took from 
them the juicy substance so necessary for 
the nourishment of the young fruit with 
which the trees are loaded. Notwith- 
standing this extremely high temperature, 
however, the general aspect of the tree is 
good. In fact, it is much better than it 
has been for some years. This strength- 
ens the hopes of the olive growers that 
the crop will be very abundant. 

The crop of ‘“‘Queen’’ olives is not so 
copious as last year, but in quality and 
size the fruit is considered to be far su- 
perior. The ‘‘Manzanilla’’ is expected to 
be very good, both as to quality and quan- 
tity, and yet it seems that only half of 
the full crop will be gathered on account 
of the shrinkage of the fruit caused by 
the burning heat and want of rain. This 
state of the olive crop is conditional and 
subject to variation, as much depends on 
the kind of weather until gathering time, 
which commences generally about the 
middle of October.

Western Seed and Oil Market. 


Chicago, Nov. 27, 1906. 

Fluctuations in the seed market the past 
week have been wide, and at times very 
sharp, and there has been a general ten- 
dency on the part of the market to sell 
down to lower levels, though prices are 
not so much lower at the close to-day than 
they were at this time a week ago. The 
trade has been featured by considerable 
buying for foreign account, this buying 
being prominent on the breaks, and less 
noticeable on the high spots. The weak 
spot in the market was touched on Fri- 
day, when there was apparently a world 
of selling orders in the Duluth market. 
‘At this time the market was on a decline 
which it did not appear could be checked, 
and stop loss orders came out in great 
numbers. A little better tone was noted 
n the market the following day, and there 
were a number of buying orders, which 
were not all filled till rather late in the 
session. As soon as those orders were 
filled, however, the market began to sag 
again. For the first time the November 
option worked itself to a premium over 
cash, and it has ruled higher for the bal- 
ance of the week. A big lot of selling 
orders from the country came out on Sat- 
urday, which, however, were absorbed 
more readily than the trade had had any 
idea they would be, and on Monday, the 
shorts felt the disastrous effects of a too 
hasty campaign. Prices climbed, and the 
shorts forced the price still higher in their 
eagerness to cover. May started with a 
rush at $1.15%, and then quickly climbed to 
$1.19%4. From this it worked down a little 
bit, but turned strong again before the 
finish. That price was bid at the finish. 
Exvorters showed a strong desire to buy, 
and gave particularly active support to 
the market on that day, it being the de- 
mand from this source that caused the 
initial worry to the shorts, 

It has been noted that the market is 
now much more susceptible to outside con- 
ditions than it was before the present 
credit stringency hit the country. No 
such wide fluetuations had been noted in 
the few weeks prior to the financial 
trouble. Much of this may be attributed 
to the fact that traders, who are operat- 
ing on margins, are not able to secure the 
money, and that they have to close out 
their transactions much more quickly than 
they would have been forced to do under 
the old condition of affairs. This results 
in more transactions, with probably less 
actual legitimacy behind them, than would 
be the case were money free. It was 
marked that the demands from the crush- 
ers the past week were light, and judging 
from the amount of seed which they 
bought, using this as a standard for meas- 
uring their future needs, there is more 
seed now on hand than can be taken care 
of for Eastern shipment before the close of 
navigation. The stock at Duluth stood at 
3,607,000 bushels Saturday, November 23, a 
gain of over 700,000 bushels for the week, 
and over 1,300,000 bushels more than were 
in store there on the corresponding day 
last year. Without an extension of time 
the season for navigation of the lakes will 
‘lose about December 6, so that only about 
one week is left for the Eastern movement 
of seed. 

Those who take an optimistic view of 
the situation see in the demand from 
exporters this week a phase of the sit- 
uation that has not heretofore entered 
very largely into a consideration of the 
seed market. If the reports that came 
from the Northwest were true, there was 
a more liberal buying movement on the 
‘art of the exporters than there has been 
in any similar period of time since the 
present seed season opened. It is evident 
hat the seed situation on the other side 
»f the water is much better than it is here, 
and because of the better action in the 
foreign market, the portion of the trade 
here that is of the opinion that higher 
yrices will prevail later attribute the pres- 
ent low levels to the money troubles al- 
most entirely.

We have heard many 
complaints about collections, the slow- 
ness of which is occasioning the most 
serious embarrassment, Relief from 
this hardship will be the most welcome 
news we can chronicle, and with the 
money market easing toward a normal 
basis it is hoped that dealers through- 
out the country will show a fair con- 
sideration of their obligations. Price 
changes have been of comparatively lit- 
tle significance. Opium continues nom- 
inal, and with little suggestion of stabil- 
ity. Quinine remains routine. The low- 
er grades of carnauba wax have yielded 
further. Citronella, clove and pepper- 
mint oils are available at concessions. 
Oil of wormwood has advanced. Dan- 
delion root continues to react. Other

It is stated that no attempts 
will be made to regulate markets or 
prices, but the principal aim is to af- 
ford financial support to the members, 
thereby assuring them complete inde- 
pendence. The local market is dull and 
nominal. 

MANNA.—Small flake has yielded 
further to the effect of arrivals, the 
revised basis being 52@54c. Large flake 
is nominally unchanged at 90c.@$1. The 
market for sorts, which has been nomi- 
nal for a long period in the absence of 
supplies, may now be quoted at 45@47c., 
with new goods available. 

MENTHOL.—In some quarters there 
is a disposition to take a more cheer- 
ful view of the situation, but it is dif- 
ficult to attribute it to any tangible 
source. Prevailing quotations _ still 
cover the range of $2@2.10, as to holder 
and quantity. 

NAPHTHALINE.—Jobbing sales are 
in progress at 24%@2%c. for balls or 
flakes, a basis which is said to be prac- 
tically on a parity with the import cost 
for round lots. 

Balsams. 


The 45c. quotation for Central or 
South American copaiba seems to be 
available for small lots and some deal- 
ers feel justified in asking up to 55c 
It is maintained that a late arrival of 
20 cases of Maracaibo realized approx- 
imately 50c, from first hands, the bulk 
of the lot being purchased for London. 
Para is well held at $1@1.10. Quotations 
for Canada fir are still irregular, cov- 
ering a range of $3.50@4. Holders at 
the outside figure declare that it is fully 
warranted on the basis of primary cost. 
The market for Peru presents a greater 
variety of views and while supplies di- 
rect from producing centers are freer, 
there is little doubt that goods of Ham- 
burg treatment are responsible in a 
measure for the irregularity of quota- 
tions. 

Barks. 


Cascara sagrada is flat, and the ex- 
pectations for early improvement are 
far from encourging.

Soap bark is well sustained on re- 
cent advices from abroad and for 
whole 5%c. was the basis of spot sales 
during the week.

Beans, 


Consuming requirements for vanilla 
beans are limited to an extent that of- 
fers practically no incentive to dealers 
to concern themselves over new sup- 
plies. This is especially the case with 
Bourbons, and it is a significant fact 
that the usual buyers are now sellers, 
offering their surplus stocks to dealers 
at a basis which nets them an attract- 
ive profit, but which represents a wide 
margin from the high level now current 
abread. Primary advices indicate no 
abatement of the bullish tone of the 
market in France, the expectations of 
a 50 franc basis per kilo still being 
voiced. In our previous report it was 
stated that the foreign market was at 
a 43 franc level and while this may ap- 
ply to a first quality grade, ‘‘head and 
tail’ or assorted parcels, which con- 
stitute the usual basis, are reported at 
35@37 francs, with this of little more

About the only transactions reported 
abroad are those between French deal- 
ers, leaving stocks practically undis- 
turbed. Stocks of Bourbons in im- 
porters’ and distributors’ hands here 
are rather low, but they are likely to 
suffice during the usually quiet period 
that is incident to the decline of the 
year. The opening month of the new 
year, it is believed, will determine the 
urgency of buyers’ requirements. There 
seems to be little doubt that the prin- 
cipal consumers are in a position to 
remain aloof for several months and 
are likely to furnish scant support to 
the bullish movement abroad. What 
the aggregate of small orders may 
amount to after the turn of the year 
is a tactor that the most experienced 
dealers are at a loss to calculate upon. 
If January and February pass without 
manifestation of important buying in- 
terest for American account, the avail- 
ability of the first of the new Mexican 
cuts at what may be a successfully 
competing basis will have a material 
bearing on the Bourbon situation. Late 
advices from the coast indicate that 
stocks of Tahitis at the producing cen- 
ters are very limited and the new crop 
is not due until April or May. The 
same repcert stated that in San Fran- 
cisco there was but one holder with a 
small supply unsold. Spot values for 
all varieties are maintained with the 
same degree of firmness, but no 
changes are to be recorded. 
Berries. 


The cubeb situation has not changed 
to an appreciable extent. The quota- 
tions of lic. for ordinary, 17c. for XX 
and 18c. for powdered may be repeated, 
but they are rather the exception, most 
holders maintaining firmer’ views. 
Only jobbing lots are available at the 
above figures and it is doubtful 
whether any sizable quantities are ob- 
tainable even at the higher prices. Ac- 
cording to a foreign report, the pro- 
duction has declined from 250,000 to 150,- 
000 kilos during the last three years in 
consequence of the low values prevail- 
ing, and of this quantity this country 
is said to consume about 75 per cent. 
The report also suggests that a new em- 
ployment for the berries has been 
found here, which is believed to refer 
to their use for smoking, one that has 
been practiced for about thirty years. 
Late arrivals of juniper berries have 


been of more desirable quality and 
generally held at 3c. For the first 
shipments, which were of premature 


picking and less wanted, 3%c. is ac- 

ceptable. Our correspondent writes as

The situation is rather uncertain and the 
demand limited. The good sifted qualities 
can be had here presently at £9 15s.@£10 per 
ton f. o. b.

It is not easy to buy on 
better terms, in view of the fact that holders 
in the country had to pay all they have in 
stock, very dear, at the commencement of the 
season, and they are generally of the opinion 
that some months hence the demand will be- 
come active again, when they will be able to 


sell their goods at satisfactory figures. 
Essential Oils. 


The market for the Messina essences 
has presented nothing of a distinguish- 
ing character, but the tendency seems 
to be still in buyers’ favor, especially 
for bergamot and lemon. New crop 
transactions for local aecount are 
rather backward, which is attributed 
in some quarters to the stand that has 
been taken against the practice of pro- 
tection against decline. The hardship 
to dealers resulting from this protec- 
tion clause in contracts was forcibly 
demonstrated during the last campaign 
and many dealers are doing their ut- 
most to break away from the custom 
which safeguards the buyer at the un- 
fair risk of the seller. Bergamot re- 
mains on the basis of $3.65@3.75, but 
for the new crop due early in the year 
considerably less has been named. 
Prices for new lemon for arrival are 
fairly close to the spot range of $1.50@ 
1.65, as to brand and seller, 

The peppermint situation has _ re- 
mained practically the same, with the 

argin between buyers’ and sellers’ 
views still acting as a check to pri- 
mary operations. Some of the leading 
holders in the West are said to be well 
independent of support by the local 
banks, but many of the smaller pro- 
ducers are not believed in so favorable 
position. Spot stocks are fairly liberal 
for the moderate consuming require- 
ments, and for jobbing quantities there 
seems to be a disposition to shade quo- 
tations. We find $1.60 named for bulk 
and $2.45 for the bottled product, 

Growers’ ideas of the values of peppermint 
are somewhat firmer, and no oil of consequence 
can be bought below price of a month ago, 
holders believing that markets will do better 
in the course of a few weeks. A better price 
must be paid than present markets will permit

The heavy gravity, bi- 
product variety is in limited supply and 
firm at 15@1i7c. 

The declining course of clove oil has 
been unchecked and the market is con- 
sidered easy at 80@85c. for bulk, and 
824%2@87'4e. for bottles. 

Wormwood is firmer in sympathy 
with the high level maintained in the 
country, the revised basis being $4.25@ 
4.50. 

Wormseed is available at lower fig- 
ures, with the arrival of the new crop, 
$2.50 having been named. 

Flowers. 


In several quarters Roman chamo- 
miles are held at advanced values, de- 
clared to be warranted by the firmer 
tendency of the market abroad. Up 
to 25c. has been named, but 20c. has 
been found yet acceptable. There is 
little call at this season, but the goods 
are usually active for spring prepara- 
tions and no new supplies can be 
counted upon until summer. Hungarian 
flowers are quiet but sustained at 16 
@18c. 

Clover tops are in light supply, but 
this condition reflects but little on the 
market owing to the backward demand. 
Prices, however, are well maintained at 
17@18c, for either domestic or foreign. 

American saffron remains slow and 
more or less nominal at 32@35c. 
Valencia is firm, with $8 an apparently 
inside quotation. 

Gums, 

Nothing of particular interest has 
marked the camphor situation during 
the week, but the dominating condi- 
tions are regarded with a more favor- 
able sentiment, based on the recovery 
of values of crude abroad. Our Lon- 
don correspondent cables a dearer mar- 
ket for China crude at 195s., which 
is said to be close to the basis of the 
Japanese. From the same quarter a 
quotation of 2s. 6d. for Japanese re- 
fined ounces has been received, but for 
primary shipment 2s. 5d. was reported 
to be available. Spot quotations for 
American refined are apparently steady 
at 68c. for barrels, and 69c. for cases, 
but for foreign refined concessions are 
believed to be in order. 

There is a better tone to the market 
for gamboge since the recent decline, 
and the prospect fcr a recovery of 
former values would seem favorable, 
based on the realization of 90c. by 
first hands on the recent arrival of 
18 cases from Singapore.

Roots. 
German dandelion has been in de- 
clining tendency during the week, 


there being no demand to support the 
relatively high level of lately prevail- 
ing quotations. There have also been 
fair arrivals from primary quarters. 
At the close quotations were on the 
baSis of 15@lic., and these are prob- 
ably susceptible of being shaded. 
Golden seal has remained in the 
background, but with the same quo- 
tations, $1.90@2, prevailing. It is stated 
that the inside figure would scarcely 
cover the present cost in the country. 
Orris root continues to arrive freely, 
249 packages having been received 
from Leghorn late in the week. There 
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is a slow market and little opportunity 
to test the stability of quotations. Ad- 
vices from our correspondent follow:— 
Leghorn, Nov. 8, 1907. 

This year’s crop of Florentine has turned 
out of very poor quality, and some stocks of 
1906 crop being still available, the demand is 
essentially for the latter. Quotations are as 
follows:—Good sorts, 1906, £35; sorts, qual- 
ity, 1907, £33 10s.; refuse, 1907, £30 per ton, 
f. o. b, Leghorn. The crop of Verona root 
has been sufficiently important and satisfactory 
as regards the quality. 

High dried rhubarb is slightly easier 
under freer supplies at 21@24c.

There is an easier tone to the market 
for Dutch caraway, and the 8c. quota- 
tion previously noted seems to be more 
generally in effect. Celery is under 
somewhat similar conditions at the 
same quotations. 


Coriander is slow and rather nom- 


inal at unchanged quotations. We 
have the following from our corre- 
spondent:— 

Leghorn, Nov. 8, 1907. 
This year we had rather a limited crop, 


consequently prices cannot be low and _ busi- 
ness is not easy on account of the competition 
from Morocco, whose product is sold very 
cheap in spite of the difficult and exceptional 
political conditions of that country. 

From the same quarter we are ad- 
vised that there is little demand for 
millet seed, and prices remain station- 
ary; first white quality is offered at 
£13 per ton, f. o. b. Leghorn. Some 
holders are firmer on spot at 6@6éc., 
but 5%c. is yet available. 

German quince seed is firmer, in 
sympathy with primary conditions, and 


35c. has been the basis of sales. Star 
anise is easier at 25@27c. 
Shellac. 
London cable advices during the 


week have been agreed as to the firmer 
tendency of that market, which our cor- 
respondent confirms in his closing dis- 
patch. Calcutta reports have indicated 
the want of rain in the producing dis- 
tricts, which may affect the crop from 
which the fine orange marks are pro- 
duced. There is little suggestion of the 
foreign influence in the local situation 
where the demand is of little conse- 
quence for current requirements. The 
keenest competition is said to prevail 
Over next year’s contracts, advantage 
being taken of the relatively cheap po- 
sition of futures.

The easing of the financial situation 
has contributed a slightly improved 
tone to the general market and has 
prompted better inquiries for jobbing 
and grinding account.

In consequence 
cabled communications are seldom en- 
gaged in. In one quarter advices were 
received indicating a slight advance 
in Singapore pepper, black being 
quoted at 3%d. and white at 5%d. for 
primary shipment.

W.8 Merrell |Chemical Co, in Hands 


of Receiver, 

UNABLE TO SECURE SUFFICIENT FUNDS 
TO MBET INDEBTEDNESS—PETITION 
FOR RECEIVERSHIP GRANTED 
ON BEHALF OF CREDITORS 
AND STOCKHOLDERS, 


The William 8S. Merrell Chemical Com- 
pany, Cincinnati, has gone into the hands 
of the Union Savings Bank and Trust 
Company as receivers upon the petition of 
Rufus Cowing, a creditor. The news came 
as a surprise and a shock to the trade by 
reason of the prominence of the house, 

Mr. Cowing sued as a stockholder and 


creditor, both for himself and for all 
other creditora and stockholders. He 
holds a note for $2,000 against the firm, 
and says it is past due and he has not 
been paid. He alleges in his petition 


that the firm has on hand large amounts 
of crude materials, to sell which at 4 
forced sale would realize but a small pro- 
portion of their true value. He says the 
firm has a large trade, and has prepared 
to do a big business during the coming 
busy season of the year. The expense 
of preparing for the season’s trade has 
been largely borne already, he says, but 
the firm is unable, because of the present 
stringency of the money market, to secure 
ready money with which to keep the 
wheels turning. The firm is indebted to 
various persons, he alleges, in large 
amounts, but, because of the financial 
situation, it is unable to collect money 
due it or to make loans to carry on its 
business and to pay its past debts. Credi- 
tors are demanding payment, he says, and 
will sue unless some action is taken. To 
prevent the firm from suffering great loss, 
which would be the case were creditors 
to sue it separately, Cowing said he be- 
lieved it best for all concerned that the 
court appoint a receiver to take full 
charge of the business until the money 
situation has become easier. 

He asked the court to administer as a 


trust fund the property rights of the 
company, that the receiver marshal all 
assets and ascertain all liens and prior- 


ities, and that the receiver manage, oper- 
ate and continue the business and adjust 
all claims and controversies, and take 
full charge of the business and the firm’s 
accounts. 

The Merrell Chemical Co. is the first 
Cincinnati business house to fall a victim 


to the present abnormal financial condi- 
tion. Its assets are said to be in excess 
ot $500,000, while its unsecured liabili- 
ties are declared to be between $250,000 
and $300,000. Of this amount, about 
$100,000 is held by banks outside of Cin- 
cinnati, which purchased the paper 
through note brokers. The decision to 
throw the firm into the hands of a re- 


ceiver came after a meeting of creditors 
and officiais of the company. This was 


decided on as the best method to con- 
serve the interests of all concerned. It 
is stated by all persons interested that 


the firm will undoubtedly be able to meet 


all its obligations. 

The William S. Merrell Chemical Co. 
was founded by William 8S. Merrell, the 
father of George Merrell, the present 
president of the concern, early in the 
sixties. It was converted into a corpora- 
tion in 1881. The present capital stock 


consists of $500,000 of common stock and 
an authorized issue of $250,000 six per 
cent. preferred stock, of which $120,000 
is outstanding. George Merrell is_presi- 
dent and treasurer; his son, C, G. Merrell, 
is vice-president, and R, W. Proctor is 
secretary. The firm employs about 150 
hands. It is located at Fifth, Pike and 
Butler streets. Subsequent to the ap- 
pointment of a receiver for the firm, Mr. 


and Mrs. George Merrell filed individual 
bills of assignment in the Insolvency 
Court, placing their assets at $40,000. 
This was done as both are on paper 
standing against the firm. Their action 
is only a legal step in righting the af- 
fairs of the firm. The assignments are 
made to Edward Rawson,

to come. It will take a long while to 
restére corfidence to its former posi- 
tion; and general business in the near 
future will probably be conducted on a 
very conservative basis. Collections are 
improving, especially in the West, and, 
while there are requests for deferred 
deliveries, there are comparatively few 
actual cancellations of contracts. The 
premium on currency has shown a ma- 
terfal reduction and leading bankers 
are of the opinion that within the next 
ten days there will be sufficient cash 
to meét all requirements. Several banks 
that suspended temporarily. have re- 
Sumed business and this at least is an 
eficouraging feature. Labor has been 
hit pretty hard, but this situation will 
be gradually adjusted to meet the price 
uf commodities and changed conditions. 
A dispatch from the West States that 
Six thousand railroad mien have been 
put back to work on one of the great 
railroads. If the drastic measures for 
financial rélief instituted by both the 
government and the bankers succeed; 
then there should be a rapid improve- 
mé€ént in the general business situation. 
It is now a matter of confidence. 

The demand for agricultural staples 
has increased both for domestic dnd 
foreign requirements and prices have 
ruled Higher with trading active. The 
improvement in monetary conditions 
has had a stimulating influence on 
valties and operators encountered little 
difficulty in advancing prices. The 
range for May wheat was from $1.08@ 
1.115%, closing Friday at $1.10%. May 
corn ranged from 62@64%c., closing Fri- 
day at 64c. May cotton ranged from 
10.47@11c., closing Friday at 10.98c. Oats 
ruled steady at 504%4@5lc. 

The market for time money has ruled 
easier. Rates at the close of the week 
were 10@14 per cent, for 90 days and 
6@7 per cent. for six months. Money 
on call at the Stock Exchange ranged 
from 3@14 per cent., the closing rate 
on Friday was 10 per cent. Mercantile 
paper has been in limited demand. 
Rates at the close were 8@10 per cent. 
for four to six months’ bills receivable; 
8@10 per cent. for choice single names 
and 8@10 per cent. for other grades. 
Bar silver closed Friday at 57%c. 
Mexican dollars closed at 45%c. bid 
and 50c, asked. The market for sterling 
exchange has ruled steady, closing firm 
on Friday. Rates for actual business 
at the close were 4.8630@4.8635 for de- 


mand. Cables, 4.8780@4.8785. Commer- 
cial bills were 4.87144@4.80%. 
The market for securities, while 


somewhat irregular, made further gen- 
eral recovery. Business was contracted 
and not widely distributed, the best 
feature being the odd lot purchases for 
cash, Speculative operations were re- 
stricted by monetary conditions, 
Directors of the General Chemical 
Company have declared the regular 
quarterly dividend of 1% per cent. on 
the preferred stock, payable January 2, 
to stockholders of record December 23. 


Books close December 23 and reopen 
January 3. 
Stockholders of the Standard Oil 


Company have received checks repre- 
senting the $10 dividend for the last 
quarter of the year. The total amount 
disbursed by the company was about 
$10,000,000. Many shareholders reinvest 
their dividends in the company’s shares 
and this accounts to a small extent at 
least for the strength recently dis- 
played by the shares in the outside 
market. The Standard Oil dividend un- 
der normal conditions would have been 
paid December 14, but owing to unset- 
tled financial conditions it was made 
payable on November 26. The next div- 
idend will be declared in February, 
1908. In the corresponding quarter of 
last year $15,000,000 was disbursed to 
shareholders, making $25,000,000 for the 
period of six months, 

The Executive Committee of the 
American Chicle Company has declared 
the reguar monthly dividend of 1 per 
cent. on the common stock, payable 
December 20. Books close December 14 
and reopen December 21. 

The American Smelting and Refining 
plants at South Chicago are being 
worked to their fullest capacity, refin- 
ing gold and silver for the government. 
Some 400 men in three shifts are em- 
ployed. Within the past few weeks the 
company has doubled its shipments to 
the mints. A representative of the 
company says the profits of the smelt- 
ing plants are larger than a year ago. 
This is due, largely, to the inrush of 
gold and silver. The company has 
made no curtailment, and many of the 
plants are operating night and day. 
The policy of the company will event- 
ually follow that of other organizations 
in the matter of readjusting wages, 
which will naturally serve to cut down 
operating costs. An officer of the com- 
pany states there has been no formal 
discussion as to the dividend rates to 
be acted upon December 4 next, but 
from all appearances there will be no 
change.

was ldrgely due td the fact that but lit- 
tle attention was given in those days to 
the Subject of corrosion; while to-day we 
have almost gone. to the other extreme 
and corrosion has become a favorite topic 
at our meetings, dnd the theories pre- 
sented differ so much that the layman is 
apt to grow confused and throw up his 
hands in despair;, and yet the agitation 
has resulted in great improvement and 
progress in preventing corrosion, notwith- 
Stunding the destructiye forces that we 
have to contend with increase in number: 
yearly, and the metal that we have to 
protect in many cases is no longer passive, 
but also freauently produces a destructive 
attack from the redr upon the protective 
coatings applied to the surface. At the 
present time very few bridge, engineers 
Specify the use of boiled oil, and yet there 
are enough still doing so to make it worth 
the effort to call their attention to the 
fact. that they are making a mistake and 
inviting corrosion by so specifying. 

I will not attempt to go into the chem- 
istry of linseed oil, the fact being that we 
know less about linseed oil than probably 
any other oil used in the manufacturing 
trade, and this is due largely to the fact 
that ‘we cannot seem to get a recognized 
standard for linseed oil, owing to the 
great changes which take place in the ar- 
ticle itself, the yield of oil from year to 
year varies, from 22 to 34 ner cent. from 
North American seeds, while it has been 
known to go as high as 40 per ceng in 
foreign seeds, while the percentage of 
weter ranges from 6 to 10% per cent. 

For the paint.trade the quality of the 
oil is measured by its power of absorbing 
oxygen, and, rated by that standard, Bal- 
tie seed is No, 1, Bombay, Calcutta and 
Black Sea seed No. 2, North American 
seeds No. 3, although there is quite a dif- 
ference in the values of North American 
seeds, Dakota seed making better oil 








than Missouri seed, and seed from new soil | 


better oil than from old soil on which fer- 
tilizers have been used. Argentine seed 
Is No. 4, or poorest. The quality of the 
seed does not seem to depend upon cli- 
matic conditions so much as upon the 
quality of the soil. 

At a meeting in 196 of our New York 
section of the Society of Chemical Indus- 
try, Dr. Sahin, in an article on “The Oxi- 
dation of Linseed Oil,’’ showed that after 
the same oil had been placed in six glass 
flasks connected together with tubing and 
allowed to stand In a well lighted room, 
there was such a difference in the weight 
after drying that one had gained two 
and ore-half times as much as the other, 
the ticures being 10.1 and 256.6 per cent. 
Dr. P. C, MclIihiney, at the same meeting, 
said with regard to the atmospheric oxi- 
dation of linseed oil he had himself found 
that the same sample of linseed oil would 
at different times and under conditions 
that wefe apparently the same, absorb 
very different percentages of oxygen, or 
at least that the increase of weight on 
drying wos very different. I mention the 
above to show why it is possible to have 
conflicting results when the paint maker 
has made no change in his vehicle. Lin- 
secd oil is to-day the best paint vehicle 
we know of, but it contains some of the 
still unknown mysteries of nature, and it 
ovxeasionally gives us a knockout blow. 

While a few still contend that linseed oll 
when dry is not porous, the majority be- 
lieve (and especially as applied to boiled 
linseed oil), that it is hygroscopic tn its 
nature, the proof of the pudding cannot 
in this case be found tn the eating, but it 
can be found in the following field tests:— 

Several very interesting facts were 
stated by practical men at the third an- 
nual convention of the Maintenance of 
Way Master Painters’ Association of the 
United States and Canada, held in New 
York, November 13 and 14, 1906, and are 
printed in their proceedings, and I will 
mention the following, copied from these 
proceedings :— 

Mr. Edward Hurst Brown, in his paper 
on “Conditions That Must Be Met in the 
Ideal Paint for Railway Bridges,’ stated 
as follows:— 

“The most insidious enemy of the tron 
bridge is rust, and the primary object of 
painting it is to protect it from those ele- 
ments which cause destruction by rust. 
Rust is caused by the combination of the 
metal with oxygen to form the hydrated 
oxide of iron. This oxygen may be ob- 
tained from the air, from water or from 
some other substance which acts as a car- 
rier of cxygen or an oxidizing agent—al- 
wavs, however, in the presence of mols- 


ture. Now, one of the primary things to 
be considered in choosing a paint for 


ironwork is that it shall not contain in its 
pigment or vehicle any substance which {fs 
chemically active in such a way as to 
convey oxygen to the iron. For if such 
a chemically active agent be introduced 
into the paint, sooner or later it will pro- 


mote rather than prevent rust. of 
course, se long as the oil, in an oll 
paint, remains intact, it envelops the 


narticles of pigment and keeps them away 
from the iron, but in time the oil, which 
has hardened by absorbing oxygen from 
the air. begins to disintegrate by the ac- 
tion of water coming from rain. hail, 
snow or fog. Moreover, even the freshly 
applied oil is not absolutely impenetrable 
to moisture, as has been shown by nu- 
merous experiments, and however com- 
nietelv the particles of the chemically act- 
ive pigment may be covered by an oll 
film, thev will necessarily come in con- 
tact with moisture—will decompose the 
water and absorb its oxygen, and convey 
it. together with the hydrogen, to the 
surface of the iron to cause rust. For 
this reason the ideal paint for a steel or 
iron bridge should not contain a chemi- 
callv active pigment, nor any strongly 
oxidizing agent in the way of driers.” 

We have also seen that linseed oil fs 
permeable to moisture and to the gases 
and steam from locomotives. This was 
first clearly demonstrated, we believe, by 
Dr. C. B. Dudley. chief chemist of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, and to this fact 
may be ascribed the corrosion of the met-

the fineness of grinding of the pigment 
particles, The finer the pigment is 
ground, the more perfect will be its pro- 
tectlye power. This was shown very 
clearly by examination of the paint film 
under the microscope as well as by actual 
service tests. 

J. B. Houser, M. C. P., C. V. R. R., and 
president of the Master Car and Locomo- 
tive Painters’ Association, stated the fol- 
lowing experiences:— 

“We have another bridge crossing the 
Potomac River; I do not recall just when 
that was palinted—perhaps in 1892. That 
came to us with a coating of boiled oil, 
and we have had quite a good deal of 
trouble with it. I do not like to see a 
coating of boiled oil on a bridge—I would 
rather have it a little rusty than with this 
shop coating of boiled oil. I believe we 
can take care of rust before the bridge is 
painted better than we can after it has 
this shop coating, it seems to hold the blue 
scale for a little while, but will finally give 
way. We had the same trouble on a 
bridge at Martinsburg, although we tried 
to clean it the best we could. I think if 
the shop coat of boiled oll had been left 
off we would have had no trouble. I do 
not know what experience you have had, 
but this has been mine—on new work, of 
course. Old work we have to take care 
of as everybody else does; we scrape it 
where necessary, and as a rule give two 
coats of paint. But I would like to know 
if the experience of others with boiled oil 
has been the same as mine.”’ 

. J. Barkley, of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad:—‘‘We have had the same 
experience, Mr, Houser. We had fifty 
sets of plate girders come to us with a 
shop coating of boiled oil—I suppose it 
was given so as not to cover up the 
shop marks—and we had similar experi- 
ence with them; a wire brush had no 
effect on the oil. They have been in use 
for five or six years, and are in a terri- 
ble shape. We could not get off the blue 
scale and rust when they were first 
painted.” 

Mr. J. H. Cummin, superintendent of 
3ridges and Buildings, Long Island Rail- 
road, said that he did not believe we 
could lay that to the manufacturers of 
steel work. The engineers specify how 
the steel is to come from the works; 
some specify a coat of boiled oil; some a 
coat of red lead. So you want to get 
back at the engineers, not the manufac- 


turers. While the writer, in the course cf 
his remarks, made the following state- 
ments:— 


Any practical master painter will allow 
that boiled linseed oil when used alone 
for the first coat on metal will not dry 
hard in weeks. It oxidizes on the sur- 
face, absorbing moisture and forming a 
skin, ronyine the underneath portion soft 
and easily knocked off in shipping, and 
later on will cause subsequent coats of 
paint to crack and peel. This is because 
the first coat of oil must dry some time, 
and in doing so will force the top coats 
to crack, and sooner or later come off. 

Mr. Emil Gerber, M. Amer. Soc. C. E., 
in his report on the Illinois Central Rail- 
road bridge at Cairo, Ill., shows that the 
approaches which received one shop coat 
of paint weathered better than the Be 
which received one shop coat of oil, When 
the Cumberland Valley Railroad bridge 
was built in 1887 at Harrisburg, Pa., it 
was built jointly by the Edgemore and 
Union Bridge Works, and one applied a 
shop coat of paint and the other a shop 
coat of oil. After erection it was found 
that the oiled part of it was rusting very 
badly. Two coats of our paint were soon 
applied on the entire structure, and the 
section that received one coat of paint at 
the shop stood much the better. Mr. R. 
T. Sloan, late chief engineer of the South 
Side Elevated Railroad, Chicago, IIl., 
specified oil for priming coat. He al- 
lowed the Lassig Bridge and Tron Works 
Co. to paint the section that they built at 
their shops with one coat of oxide of iron 
paint, and the structure received two 
coats of our light colored paints. The 
section built by Lassig, covered with three 
coats of paint, weathered much the bet- 
er. 

We also quote from Mr. M. B. Wood's 
book on ‘‘Rustless Coatings’’:—*Many en- 
gineers advocate the use of boiled oil 
alone for the first or priming coat, ap- 

lied either at the rolling mill to protect 

he metal during its transit from the mill 
to the construction shop, or at the shop 
when ready to ship for erection. The 
general reason assigned for this prac- 
tice is that the boiled oil ‘soaks into the 
scale and dries and prevents further ten- 
dency toward corrosion.’ ” 

This theory is absolutely without proof 
from any standpoint. How far any oil 
or liquid ean soak into iron or steel, or 
the still harder mill scale that forms on 
these metals, these Solons do not, state. 
The use of such oil coatings Is, in general. 
to conceal some slopwork on the part of 
the inspector, or constructor, at an ear- 
lier stage of the work than would be 
possible later on. However consistent 
and beneficial the first coating of oi] may 
be for a wood or masonry surface, it has 
no part or parcel on a metallic one, when 
apniied for the correction of the mill scale 
evil. No number of these oi] or even 
paint coatings will soak into and bond 
these scales together, or to the metal sur- 
face. There are hundreds of records of 
the painting of important railway struc- 
tures, where the first coat of boiled oil 
method was used, and, in the great ma- 
jority of instances, the utter and rapid 
failure of the coating, and the extra cor- 
rosion of the structure, could be directly 
asigned to this so-called method of pro- 
tection. 

The weather-resisting power of an oil 
coating is almost nil compared with a 
naint, as before referred to in Dr. Dud- 
lev’s experiments (Chapter 1). If the 
advocates of oil coatings are so sure of 
its benefits as against a naint, why not 
make all the coatings of oil alone, no 
matter what it covers, a wire or an an- 
chor? It will soak as far into one as the 
other. A paint coating can be anplied as 
quickly and easily to any surface as an 


oil coat; will dry as quickly and as hard, 4 






























much oil in a paint coating, particularly 
if the surplus oil is in or near the founda- 
tion coat, whether on a wooden or metal- 
lic surface, will generally cause peeéling, 
regardless of the pigmént used in the 
coatings. 

In 1%4 I examined with Mr. Byrnes, who 
was the engineer in charge, the New- 
town Creek Bridge, New York city, @ 
new structure then being erected, and on 
which had been applied a shop coat of 
boiled linseed oil, and we foutid the steel 
underneath very badly corroded, and he 
stated then that it would be the last time 
that he would ever allow the use of boiled 
linseed oil, if he had —— to_ say 
about it. A few months ago had an 
oceasion to examine one of the new piers 
being erected in New York city with the 
engineer, and found the same trouble 
the:re—corrosion under a coating of boiled 
linseed oil—and ne was convinced that tQ 
specify linseed oil for a priming coat led 
to poor results. 

I might go on and cite many other cases 
but I think that I have taken up enough 
time and produced enough evidence to 
show that linseed oil by itself is a_bad 
thing. The question now arises ‘‘What 
pigment wouid you recommend using. in 
connection with Hnseed oil for a primin 
coat, and to this I answer that the pain 
doctor must be advised upon several 
points before he can prescribe the proper 
pigment. 

Will the metal be painted under cover, 
and how much time will be allowed = 
drying? If it is a rush job, we want to 
use a pigment that will not retard the 
drying of the oil, as, for instance, carbon 
black is a very durable pigment, but it 
does not want to be used on a rush job. 
Is the material to be shipped a long dis- 
tance, and what kind of exposure will it 
have before it is second coated? Will 
the metal be properly cleaned before the 
shop coat is applied? All of these ques- 
tions must be answered before we can 
state intelligently what is the best pig- 
ment to use, but where no information 
can be obtained, as a general rule, it is 
safe to use a selected high grade natural 
ore iron oxide paint, while for many loca- 
tions a blue lead paint would be best, and 
in others a combination of red lead and 
graphite, or a carbon black paint. It 
is safe to say that more paint is spoiled 
in the application than in the manufac- 
turing of it, and the inspector’s chief 
efforts should be to see that it is well 
brushed on and the metal properly 


cleaned.

Trade conditions in this department 
have continued quietly during the past 
week. Shipments have not been as 
heavy as those of the previous week 
owing to the interruption caused by the 
holiday. Monetary conditions have re- 
stricted orders of magnitude, but as 
the financial situation is gradually be- 
coming normal, a resumption in heavy 
trading is anticipated by many large 
dealers. A better feeling undoubtedly 
prevails throughout the trade and mod- 
erate sized lots have been changing 
hands freely. The consumption of the 
more important chemicals has shown 
very little reduction. Importations 
have been heavy, but the distribution 
on regular contracts has been sufficient 
to absorb the greatest part of new 
goods and comparatively few instances 
have been reported where surplus 
stocks have burdened the market or 
where goods have had to be placed in 
store. During the week under review 
there have been few important develop- 
ments to note. Oxalic acid has ruled 
easier and has succeeded in establish- 
ing a new low record on spot for the 
year. Blue vitriol has displayed a 
firmer tendency with manufacturers’ 
views on leading brands fully sustained. 
Acetate of lime has been in excellent 
demand, both for domestic and foreign 
account. The opening of several glass 
plants has stimulated trade in the dif- 
ferent chemicals used in the manufac- 
ture of glass. A detailed market re- 
port of the principal chemicals is in- 
dicated below. 

Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The 
movement on outstanding contracts 
shows no visible relaxation but, aside 


from this inquiries, generally are for 
small lots representing current neces- 
sities. The demand for foreign account 


has not been especially active, although 
improvement from this source has been 
reported during the past few days. 
Prices are firm at 1.30c. for bulk, 1.50c. 
for kegs, f. 0. b. works, and the usual 
advance of .20c. all around delivered 
in this section, less the usual discount 
terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The mar- 
ket has ruled steady and the demand 
appears to be gradually improving. 
Heavy importations have been offset 
by an active distribution to manufac- 
turing consumers and no goods have 
been pressing the market. The move- 
ment thus far is well up to reasonable 
expectations, and dealers are satisfied 
with the aggregate volume of business. 


Goods are available on spot at 1.30c. 
and car lots quoted at 1.25c. and up for 
standard makes, according to seller 


and terms of sale. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Market conditions 
are practically the same as noted in 
our previous report. Business is prin- 
cipally confined to contract deliveries 
and when additional sales have been 
consummated the quantities have been 
small and more or less of a routine 
character. Prices are unchanged on the 
basis of 1.75@1.80c. and .10c. higher for 
60 per cent. f. o. b. works, as to quan- 
tity and terms of sale. Powdered is 
in fair demand at 2%@8c., as to test, 
quantity and point of delivery. 

SALT CAKE.—Shipments are moving 
freely to manufacturing consumers and 
the bulk of production is being readily 
absorbed. Additional sales have been 
comparatively light, owing to the fact 
that the large consumers placed their 
orders for the season's requirements 
during the summer months and are 
now out of the market. Prices are 
stationary at .40@.42c., according to 
quantity and terms of sale. 

SAL SODA.—Little improvement in 
new business has been noted, Contract 
shipments are fairly steady but, aside 
from these, business, at best, has been 
confined to necessary small parcels, 
Governing conditions remain firm, how- 


ever, and prices are sustained by the 
steady position of crude materials. Or- 
ders are placed on the basis of .70c. 


and up f. o, b., less the usual discount 
terms. Sales of concentrated have been 
made in a jobbing way on the basis of 


1%c. and up, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 
SODA ASH.—The continued firm po- 


sition of this commodity is being re- 
flected in the price of finished materials. 
The consuming demand for soda ash 
appears to be fully equal to the supply 
and, although the production has been 
rather heavy, the distribution has pre- 
vented any serious accumulations and 


values have been firmly sustained on 
the basis of .90@.95c. for 48 per cent. 
f. o. b. works, as to quantity and terms 
of sale. Sales have been made of high 
test at .82@.S87%ec., as to test, quantity 
and seller. 
Acids, 
ACETIC.—The market has ruled 


steady with prices unchanged. Where 
contracts exist the movement is fairly 
steady, in other instances consumers 
are restricting their purchases to mod- 
erate quantities covering immediate 
requirements. The same firm condi- 
tions govern the situation and values 
are sustained by the high cost of crude 
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materials. Sales are effected at 2.60@ 
3c., as to quantity and seller, 

MURIATIC.—The general situation 
presents nothing new in the way of 
important developments, but the mar- 
ket continues on a well maintained 
basis, both for spot and forward re- 
quirements. Shipments to manufactur- 
ing consumers have been free and oc- 
casionally new orders are effected at 
1.10c. and up, as to quantity, seller and 
terms of sale. 

NITRIC.—The past week has pre- 
sented little feature of interest in this 
market, Financial conditions have re- 
stricted the buying movement, which is 
usually of good proportions at this time 
of year. Contract deliveries are fairly 
steady, but additional business has 
been confined to small lots for current 
requirements. Values are unchanged 
and steady at 4%c. and up, as to quan- 
tity and seller. 

OXALIC.—The tendency has been 
easier and values have established a 
new low record for the year. Heavy 
arrivals and the lack of important con- 
suming demand are the principal rea- 
sons offered for the reduction in prices, 
Sales have been made at 7@7%c., ac- 
cording to seller and quantity. It was 
stated in leading quarters that little 
improvement is anticipated in the 
situation before the first of the year, 

SULPHURIC.—The situation is with- 
out unusual feature, aside from heavy 
contract shipments to the metal indus- 
tries. The market shows no abatement 
of firmness and manufacturers do not 
anticipate any change in prices, Orders 
are placed on the basis of lc. and up 
for 66 degrees and $12 per ton and up 
for bulk 50 degrees, as to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale, 

TARTARIC.—The market remains 
steady under the influence of firm con- 
ditions at primary supply sources. Im- 
portations of crude have been rather 
heavy during the last few days. In 
leading sources it was stated that sup- 
plies had been pretty well exhausted 
by recent withdrawals on contract and 
that new goods were needed to keep 
pace with the demand. Values are un- 
changed on the basis of 28%@29%c. for 
erystals and 29@29\%c. for powdered, 
according to quantity, seller and terms 
of sale. 

Miscellaneous, 


ACETATE OF LIME.—The export 
and domestic demand continues active 
and the market has ruled steady on the 
basis of previous quotations. Recent 
inquiries for foreign account have re- 
sulted in the shipping of over a half 
million pounds to Antwerp and Ham- 
burg. Contract shipments to domesite 
consumers have been sufficient to pre- 
vent any accumulations at distributing 
points and values are firm at 1.60@ 
3.65c, for brown and 2.50@2.55c. for gray, 
according to quantity, seller and terms 
of sale. 

ALUM.—Shipments have been movy- 
ing steadily into consuming channels 
and aside from these a fairly active de- 
mand has prevailed tor moderate puan- 
tities of spot. There is no change in 
values and the market remains without 
new feature. Orders are placed on the 
basis of 1.75@1.80c. for lump, 1.85@ 
1.90e, for ground, and powdered at 3c. 
and upward, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—Local dealers re- 
port a continued firm market, with a 
steady routine movement into sources 
of consumption. Prices remain un- 
changed on the basis of 4\%c. for drums, 
5%c. for carboys in car lots and the 
usual advance for less quantities, as to 
package and terms of sale, for 26 de- 
grees. 

ARSENIC.—No_ perceptible change 
has been manifested in the local situa- 
tion during the past week. Arrivals 
continue free, receipts aggregating over 
500 casks within the last few days. Out- 
standing contracts have absorbed most 
of these new goods, but in some in- 
stances dealers have placed their stock 


in store rather than force it on the 
market. Tne volume of new business 
is light, with transactions confined 


chiefly to small quantities representing 
current necessities of consumers, Spot is 
available at 6%@7c., according to quan- 
tity and seller. An interesting article 
on the production and consumption of 
arsenic in this country will be found on 
another page, 

BLUE VITRIOL.—The market has 
firmed up a bit since our last report, 
owing to the disposal of certain out- 
side lots that were pressing the mar- 
ket. The financial stringency has re- 
stricted buying on a large scale, but a 
fair business has been done in moder- 
ate quantities and dealers, as a rule, 
are looking for a steady market for 
some time to come.

COPPERAS.—The demand is not as

SAL AMMONIAC.—Deliveries on out- 
standing contracts are going forward 
in fair volume, but aside from these, 
the demand is light and buyers are 
confining their purchases to such lots 
as are needed for current requirements, 
Holders are firm in their views, and 
values are steady at 5%@7c. for gray 
and granulated, while lump is held 
at 9%c. and up, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

SALTPETER. — Arrivals continue 
fairly liberal, but the bulk of receipts 
is being forwarded on old contracts, 
and no surplus stocks have material- 
ized. Crude on spot in round lots is 
available at 4c. Refined is held at 4%c. 
and up, according to quantity and 
seller. Anibal Cruz, minister from 
Chile to the United States, said re- 
cently that reports that the immense 
beds of saltpeter found in that country 
will be exhausted in a few years are 
erroneous. ‘Those beds will not last 
merely a hundred years or two hun- 
dred, but will be helping to make Chile 
wealthy a thousand years from now. 
Chile is the only country in the world 
in which such deposits of saltpeter are 
found. ‘They are for the most part 
owned by,Germans and Englishmen. 
The Germans are the most heavily in- 
terested, with the English next. Most 
of the saltpeter is exported to Ham- 
burg, while some of it goes to Liver- 
pool. The Chilean government drives 
a large amount of revenue from this 
export trade, as a duty of about 2 
shillings a ton is exacted on all that is 
sent out. The revenue amounts to 





80,000,000 or 90,000,000 shillings each 
year.”’ 

SUGAR OF LEAD.—The course of 
the market continues steady but there 
is comparatively little animation to 
trading. Buyers are still cautious 
when it comes to placing heavy orders, 
and consequently trading is limited to 
necessary small lots. Prices remain 
unchanged at 7%c. and up for brown 
and 9%@7%c. for white crystals, as to 
quantity, seller and terms of sale.

Sulphur Statistics of the World. 
INCREASED PRODUCTION IN UNITED 
STATES CHANGED CONDITIONS IN SI- 
CILY—UNABLE TO MARKET LARGE 
SURPLUS STOCK—OUTTURN OF 
PYRITES HEAVIER AND 
VALUE LOWER. 

Washington, Nov, 29, 1907. 

An increase of 50 per cent, in the quan- 
tity and of 33 per cent. in the value of 
the production of sulphur in the United 
States in 1906 is recorded in the forthcom- 
ing annual report of the U. 8S, Geological 
Survey, which has just been completed. 

The production of sulphur in the United 
States increased from 181,677 long tons in 
1905 to 294,153 tons in 1906. In value the 
product of 195 was $3,706,560, and for 1906 
it was $5,096,678. 

The production of the United States 
since 1900 is shown in the following ta- 
ble, the figures for 1901-03, including the

THE SICILIAN INDUSTRY. 


The Italian Government entered the 
sulphur trade during the year 1906 in an 
effort to benefit the Sicilian industry, 
which had lost the American trade 
through the successful development of 
Louisiana deposits. 

For the past ten years the Anglo- 
Sicillan Company, a combination of Eng- 
lish, French and Italian capital, had con- 
trolled the output and sale of Sicilian sul- 
phur. Not believing that it would be pos- 
sible to develop a great product in Louis- 
liana, the company invested a considerable 
portion of its profits in a stock of sulphur 
which finally exceeded 400,000 tons, for 
much of which no market could be found. 
This incubus caused the company to sell 
out to the Italian Government at a price 
reported in the press at $12 per ton in 
Sicily. This advent of the Italian Gov- 
ernment directly into the trade under the 
title ‘‘Consorzio Obligatorio,” is an ex- 
tremely interesting commercial novelty, 
which the government has not been slow 
to aid by such special legislation as would 
have probably been difficult for private in- 
terests to obtain, particularly the grant- 
ing of a 50 per cent. reduction in railroad 
rates on sulphur for export. 

The following table, obtained from infor- 
mation furnished by the official report 
Rivista del Servizio Minerario, gives the 
quantity and value of the sulphur pro- 
duced in Italy since 1901:—

PYRITE. 


Pyrite production increased from 253,000 
long tons in 1905 to 261,422 long tons in 
1906. The price, however, showed the 
strained condition of the sulphur industry 
and declined from an average for the year 
190% of $3.71 per ton to $3.56, causing the 
total value to decrease slightly, from $938,- 
492 in 1905 to $931,305 in 1906. 

Pyrite burning entered significantly into 
the sulphuric acid business in 1882, when 
the product was 12,000 tons. In the next 
year the Davis mine in Massachusetts was 
opened and effected a large increase. In 
1885 the product had increased fourfold; 
five years later it nearly doubled again, 
and has rapidly increased since. The 
growth has been due not only to the 
cheapness of this’ source of sulphur, but 
to the use of the cinder in the blast fur- 
nace. 

After the celebrated Davis mine in 
Massachusetts, Virginia developed the 
dominant position in the supply and even 
increased its product in 1906, as is shown 
by the following table giving the output 
of the year by States:—

The production of pyrite in the United 
States in the past six years has fluc- 
tuated somewhat, but has averaged about 
230,000 tons, ranging from 204,616 in 1900 
to 261,422 in 1906. The more careful at- 
tention paid to waste products in copper, 
lead and precious metal smelting will 
lead in the near future to the production 
of much sulphuric acid, and _ these 
sources must be taken into account, 

The same utilization of the residues 
from pyrite burning which has given sta- 
bility to production in the United States 
has also upheld the imports, for the large 
importing concerns profit by the small 
percentage of copper in the Spanish ores. 

The imports of pyrite in 1 amounted 
to 598,078 long tons, valued at $2,148,558, as 
compared with 511,946 tons, valued at $1,- 
774,379 in 1905. The imports for the past 
eight years averaged 450,000 tons. 

Taking the whole into consideration the 
trade in pyrite shows the following po- 
sition:—In 1904, the product actually mar- 
keted as pyrite (that is, chiefly for its 
sulphur content, which was reckoned at 
45 per cent.), amounted to 1,693,492 long 
tons, displacing 762,071 long tons of sul- 
phur. In 195 the corresponding figures 
were, pyrite 1,742,686 long tons, equivalent 
to 784,209 long tons of sulphur displaced. 

In the following table is shown the

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions, 





Carbonate of Magnesia, Medicinal, 
Datiable at 3 Cents Per Pound, 


Merchandise imported by the Harshaw, 
Fuller & Goodwin Company of Cleveland 
was described on the invoice as ‘“car- 
bonate of magnesia.’’ Duty was assessed 
thereon at 3 cents per pound under para- 
graph 31, tariff act of 1897. It was claimed 
to be dutiable under paragraph 38 at 25 per 
cent. ad valorem as a chemical com- 
pound. The merchandise is imported in 
the form of a white powder. The testi- 
mony showed that it is used for medicinal 
purposes, in the preparation of a solu- 
tion of citrate of magnesia and in the 
preparation of bismuth tablets. It acts on 
the system as a laxative and it is recog- 
nized in the dispensatories as a medicinal 
preparation. Aside from the fact that it 
is used medicinally, it is also used in the 
arts, in certain rubber processes, without 
increasing or diminishing the value of the 
rubber. It is used by enamelers in mak- 
ing paints and in printing inks. ‘The 
fact that an article may be used for other 
purposes and in other arts and still con- 
tain medicinal properties and used uni- 
versally as a medicinal preparation does 
not take it out of the category of 
medicinal preparations,’’ writes General 
Appraiser Lunt. ‘We find the merchan- 
dise to be magnesium carbonate and hold 
it dutiable as assessed.”’ 





Chemical Compound, 


Protests filed by C. Bischoff & Co. of 
New York against the assessment of duty 
at 2 per cent. ad valorem under para- 
graph 3 of the tariff act of 1897 on mer- 
chandise described on the invoices as 
“tetrachlorathan” and ‘animal carbon” 
were overruled. Free entry was claimed 
under paragraph 499. The merchandise 
was found upon an analysis by the United 
States chemist to be technical acetylene 
tetrachloride or tetrachlorethane, and was 
returned for duty by the appraiser as a 
chemical compound. 





Lead Ore—Protest Filed Too Late. 


Protests filed by the Consolidated Kan- 
sas City Smelting and Refining Company 
of El Paso, Tex., were directed against 
the assessment of duty on certain lead- 
bearing ores at the rate of 1% cents per 
pound on the lead contained therein, un- 
der the provisions of paragraph 181, tariff 
act of 1897. The importers contended that 
duty was assessed on an excessive amount 
of lead and claimed that the government 
erred in its analysis of the merchandise. 
The protests not having been filed within 


ten days after the date of liquidation, as 
is required by section 14, act of June 10 
1890, Were overruled and the decision of 
the collector affirmed. 





Petroleum Products. 


Merchandise imported from British In- 
dia by Bowring & Co. and Smith & Nich- 
ols, of New York, consisted of a product 
of petroleum on which the collector as- 
sessed duty equal to that imposed by the 
country of origin on like products ex- 
ported thereto from the United States. 
The protests of the importers were over- 
ruled on the authority of United States 
vs. Downing (T. D. 27025), which was fol- 
lowed by the board in Bergeresch’s case, 
6405 (T. D. 27507).

India’s Cocoanut Industry. 


NUTS ARE IMPORTED AND OIL IS EX- 
PORTED IN LARGE QUANTITIES. 


Consul-General W. H. Michael, writing 
from Calcutta, describes the traffic in 
cocoanuts and their products:— 

The last reports show that British India 
is a large importer of cocoanuts and a 
larger exporter of cocoanut oil. The im- 
port of cocoanuts amounts to over 15,- 
000,000 nuts per annum, valued at about 
$200,000. These are received from the fol- 
lowing places: Maladives, 7,897,453; Straits 
Settlements, 5,542,758; Ceylon, 1,434,821; and 
East Africa, 627,346. Of these, Bengal took 
8,430,229 nuts, valued at $158,517, and Burma 
5,618,949 valued at $124,234. The former ex- 
ported no cocoanuts, while Bombay and 
Madras exported about 150,000 nuts each 
to Egypt, Arabia and Turkey in Africa. 

British India, however, exports over 
85.096 hundredweight (British hundred- 
weight, 112 pounds) of cocoanut oil an- 
nually. The average annual quantity of 
this oil shipped from Madras amounts to 
1,690,520 gallons, valued at $696,932. Be- 
sides this, Madras shipped 1,493,756 gallons 
of cocoanut oil to Indian ports as a part 
of her coasting trade. Madras receives 
large quantities of cocoanut oil from 
Ceylon, the last report showing that it 
amounted in the year to 656,562 gallons, 
valued at $251,505, 

India furnishes Great Britain most of 
her cocoanut oil. As far back as 1860 the 
exports of this oil by India to Great Brit- 
ain amounted to 8,096 hundredweight 
which has over eight-ninths of the total 
amount received by that country. India 
might produce many times the amount of 
cocoanuts and cocoanut oil she now does 
if more interest were taken in the indus- 
try. In fact, India’s capacity in this re- 
gard is practically unlimited,

wholesale character 
steady decline of tankage has as usual 
retained the attention of consumers, 
easing again during the week some five 
points on 9 and 20 and 11 and 15 per 
cent. Other descriptions, while not 
visibly affected, would doubtless yield 
accordingly with any buying in pros- 
pect. In fact, the entire ammoniate 
market is weakly sustained; prices 
holding their listed positions more 
through recognition of the fact among 
dealers, that lower figures would be as 
ineffective in stimulating interest as 
the existing schedule. It’s a case of 
letting well enough alone. In_ the 
particular instance of tankage, it is 
said the reductions are but a reflection 
of the course pursued by Western pack- 
ers in cutting prices on all low and me- 
dium grade meats. Rock phosphates 
are as yet undisturbed and both the 
potash and pyrites markets have de 
veloped nothing of significance, prac- 
tically all shipments moving in con- 
tract channels.

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Con- 
sumers have shown no disposition to 
trade either in domestic or foreign, 
though arrivals of the latter on local 
docks early in the week lent a little 
more activity to the contract move- 
ment. ‘The figures last quoted still rep- 
resent the attitude of holders, who are 
firm for prompt delivery of foreign at 
$3.05@3.07% on the spot and $3.024%@3.05 
for futures. Domestic is held at $3.02% 
@3.05 for spot, and $3.00@3.02% for 
futures. 

DRIED BLOOD.—Trading for the 
week closed rather tame, practically 
nothing werthy of note passing through 
local hands. Buyers as yet have given 
no intimation of renewed interest and 
evidently have faith in a further re- 
duction in the list. Bearish reports 
from the West have further weakened 
the position of high grade f. o. b. Chi- 
cago, at $2.35@2.40, and where quantity 
would warrant no doubt prices would 
yield. At New York figures remain 
unchanged for 12 and 13 per cent. am- 
monia, f. 0. b. at $2.60@2.65. 

FISH SCRAP.—Very little movement 
is evident in this department; the con- 
tinued stiff figures and but slightly im- 
proved outside conditions, together with 
the scarcity, have all worked to the 
disadvantage of this item. The slug- 
gish tendency of trade, however, has 
developed nothing new in the current 
list which is firm on all positions, being 
quoted as follows:—$2.80 and 10c, for 
dried, 11 per cent. ammonia and 14 per 
cent. bone phosphate; wet acidulated, 6 
per cent, ammonia and 3 per cent. phos- 
phate, $2.60 and 35c., and ground fish 
gzuano, imported, 10 and 11 per cent. 
bone phosphate, c. ‘i. f. New York, 
Philadelphia and Baltimore, unchanged 
at $3.20 and 10c. 

MEALS AND SHEEP MANURE.— 
The market throughout the week has 
held little encouragement toward im- 
proved conditions, Hoofmeal is pliable 
at $2.424%@2.45 f. o. b. Chicago. Steamed 
raw bone continues in reduced supply 
and is quoted at $17, and contract en- 
gagements are said to cover most of 
the available stocks of concentrated 
sheep manure, which is named f. o. b. 
Chicago at $7.00. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—AIl positions 
are without change, but in the local 
market, at least, there seems to be 
a weaker tendency. The continued ab- 
sence of inquiry and buying interest 
among consumers, and the fact that 
supplies for nearby are apt to result 
in still further pressure, unless there 
is a sudden revival of buying, appears 
to lend weight to the lower views of 
consumers. Offers of spot stuff are 
extended at $2.37%@2.40 for moderate 
quantities. December is held at $2.35 
and January-May at $2.40. Southern 
terms are represented by Savannah 
quotations at $2.37% for spot, Novem- 
ber-December, $2.42% and January- 
March, $2.42%. 

PYRITES. — Comparatively small 
sales have marked the course 
of the week’s business, which in con- 
junction with the general retrenchment 
noticeable among the larger consumers 
under contract, gives a rather disap- 
pointing total in tonnage _ shipped. 
Prices are the same as last reported 
on all descriptions at 8%@9%c. for 
Spanish smalls, washed, and lump ore 
averaging 48 to 52 per cent. sulphur, 
12%@13\%c.; domestic fines averaging 
45 per cent. sulphur, f. o. b. shipping 
port, 8%@19%c.; furnace size, same 
average, per unit, 104%@11%c. 

TANKAGE.—The late reductions in 
meat values by Kansas City packing 
houses, and the reports so widely cur- 
rent that other producing centers would 
follow with concessions on the lower 
grade steck, has had its influence on 
this market. Consumers are inclined 
te await developments in view of re- 
cent events, which, together with the 












generally poor demand that has pre- 
vailed throughout the fall, gives added 
torce to the argument that an easier 
market is but consistent. Dealers are 
naming 9@20 per cent. at $2.25 and 10, 
11 and 15 per cent. $2.30 and 10, both of 
these items being 5c. lower than former 
figures. 6%@25 per cent. is quoted at 
$20, concentrated, $2.40 and garbage 
tankage, $10@11, all the above f. o. b.

ACID AND BONE.—The week on 
acid and bone phosphate has passed 
uneventfully. A number of light de- 
liveries were claimed, but on the whole 
record no betterment in conditions over 
the preceding seven days. ‘The trade 
are tairly uniform in their quotations, 
which are named as follows:—7v0@75ic. 
per unit for acid, and raw bone, $16@ 
18 per ton. Ground steamed, 3 per 
cent. ammonia, and 50 per cent. bone 
phosphate, is quoted at $20@22; un- 
ground steamed, $17@18. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—This depart- 
ment, though disclosing nothing new 
in the way of quotable changes, seems 
nevertheless to have suffered material- 
ly from lack of demand in the domestic 
market, as noted in the evident inclina- 
tion of dealers to shade. Support to 
the current list it is said can be largely 
attributed to the well sustained de- 
mand trom foreign sources, Distribu- 
ters at this point are asking the fol- 
lowing prices:—Ground, f. o. b.

KAINIT.—In the absence of future 
interest and light volume of business 
moving in contract channels, the situa- 
tion is virtually the same as previously 
detailed. The ruling figures on bulk 
material are $8.50@9.50. Bags are 
quoted at $9.50@10.50, according to quan- 
tity. 

MURIATE.—A slight improvement in 
the volume of late receipts is noted 
and the distribution of contract stuff 
records somewhat heavier in conse- 
quence. Trading along other lines, 
however, continues light; the figures 
formerly given being repeated at $1.4 
@1.93 for future delivery on an 80 per 
cent. basis, and same basis for spot 
at $1.95@1.98. 

SULPHATE.—A rather poor total is 
the result of the week’s business. The 
interest in futures is still lagging, and 
both contract withdrawals and jobbing 
transactions are disappointing. On the 
spot 90 per cent. sulphate of potash 
is quoted at $2.18@2.22%.

(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
How West Virginia Gained Its Rank 
in Petroleum Distinction, 


Parkersburg, W. Va., Nov. 23, 1907. 


Penngylvania has been considered the pioneer 
State in the production of petroleum, but, as 
a matter of fact, all of the essential elements 
of the industry in the United States originated 
in what is now West Virginia. It was in the 
Kanawha Vailey, near Charleston, that Joseph 
and David Ruffner, in their effort to locate a 
salt water spring, employed implements which 
subsequently developed into modern drilling 
tools, jars and cases. That wae in 1808. Oil 
was accidentally found in West Virginia at 
various times in the early part of the last cen- 
tury, but it was late in 1869 when the first 
well was drilled solely for petroleum. The 
location of this well was on what was known 
as the Rathbone tract, situated on the left 
bank of the Little Kanawha River. Since the 
well was drilled with a ‘‘spring pole’’ it wae 
not completed until aboyt May 1, 1860, when at 
a depth of 303 feet oil was encountered in the 
Cow Kun or Dunkard sand. The well started 
off at the rate of 100 barrels daily. The Rath- 
bone tract was then sold to the Rathbone Oil 
Company for a large sum of money and the 
second well finished by this corporation late 
in 1860 ‘‘came in’’ at the rate of 40 or 50 bar- 
rels per hour at a depth of only 300 feet. 
These two wells brought the West Virginia oil 
territory into great prominence and the devel- 
opments followed so rapidly that the former 
village soon had a population of several thou- 
eand people. At the height of this develop- 
ment in 1863 the Confederate forces appeared 
on the scene, set fire to the oil stored in tanks, 
and frightened away the Northern capitalisie 
who had invested their money in what came 
to be known ae the Burning Springs field. The 
abandoned wells filled up with water, and the 
region never regained its original prestige, 
although some oil is still produced there. Soon 
after the Burning Springs operations, the petro- 
leum craze spread to all parts of the State, 
and large sums were paid by Bastern capitalists 
for territory in various parts of the common- 
wealth. Many wells were drilled in several 
counties, or at least attempts were made to 
drill them, which nearly always ended by 
getting the tools fast and the hole plugged, as 
the operators had not yet learned the art of 
dealing successfully with rocks that crumble 
when water touched them. In the Pennsyl- 
vania region the rocks to be drilled through 
were all hard, and the walls of the wells etood 
firm after the holes were bored, even though 
drilled ‘‘wet.'’’ But when the Keystone drillers 
went down into West Virginia where the much 
higher and softer series of rocks were encoun- 
tered, and attempted to use the Pennsylvania 
methods, the result !n most cases was failure 
to sink the boringe to any of the Venango 
county oil producing sands. 

Thus it happened that the development of 
West Virginia oil territory was delayed for 
thirty years behind that of Pennsylvania. Ex- 
cepting along the Little Kanawha and Ohio 
rivers there was comparatively no oll produc- 
tion until 1889. From 1859 to 1889 the output 
was less than a total of 5,000,000 barrels. The 
Dolls Run, Eureka and Mannington oil pools 
came to the front in 1889, and from that time 
forward the growth of West Virginia's oil pro- 
duction has been upward with such remarkable 

; strides that at the end of 1898 it surpassed that 






















of Pennsylvania. At the opening of the follow- 
ing year the pipe line runs showed that West 

Virginia’s output almost equaled that of 
Pennsylvania, New York and the ‘‘white sand’”’ 
district of Ohio combined. This leadership in 
“white sand’’ oil will probably continue, since 
West Virginia, occupying, as it did then, the 
center portion of the Appalachian coal basin, 
contains a much larger area of ‘‘white sand’’ 
oil territory than Penngylvania, Ohio and 
Kentucky. It is hardly possible that West Vir- 
ginia’s annual production can ever surpass that 
of 1898, which amounted to nearly fourteen 
million barrels. According to McLawrin's 
‘Sketches in Crude Oil,’’ the first deep well 
in West Virginia was drilled in the spring 
of 1883 by Charles B. Traverneir. Rock Run 
was the location of the well, which developed 
a strong flow of oil at 2,100 feet and yielded 
oil in paying quantities for eleven years. Vol- 
cano and Parkereburg, the pioneer territory of 
West Virginia oildom, had faded into obscurity. 
At Bureka the firm of Brown & Rose struck 
the third sand in 1886 at 1,300 feet. That dis- 
covery added zest to West Virginia oil opera- 
tions, and there was an invasion of speculators 
from the North. Eureka is still the scene of 
more or less oil activity. 

At Fairview, W. Va., in February of 1891, 
the James Yost well No. 1 made 425 barrels 
the first 24 hours, Because of its contiguity 
to the West Virginia field the petroleum terri- 
tory in Southeastern Ohio was civsely watched 
at this time. Early in April of 1891 a good 
oil strike was reported in Monroe county, 26 
miles east of Macksburg. Late in June, the 
Miller's Run Oil Company, located at siste.s- 
ville, W. Va., brought in a 25-barrel producer. 
The July report recorded the fact that the 
Stewart farm well in the Sistereville fleid was 
making 25 barrels daily. By the end of No 
vember this well was reported to be doing 100 
barrels a day. The discovery of a fiith sana 
field south of Mannington was one of the prin- 
cipal incidents in the oil history of the State 
during 1892. Early in March the produciton 
of the Sietersville field had increased to 750 
barrels daily. By the middle of May this was 
swelled to 1,600 barrels. On May 5 Patty 
Brothere secured a 2U00-barrel well on the Weils 
farm at Sistersville. Two days later Hanna 
Brothers drilled in a 300-barrel well on the 
BPlliott farm, in the same territory. By the 
end of May Sistersville production had in- 
ereased to 1,600 barrels daily, and by _ the 
middle of June the field was turning out 3,500 
parrels of the crude daily. One of the largest 
welle at this time was that of J. T. Jones, 
on the J. B. McCoy farm, which was good for 
560 barrels daily. Another notable producer 
was that of Jones & Tennent, which bounded 
up to 1,100 barrels after it had been regarded 
as a small development. Among the new wea.ls 
recorded in August were those of Ludwig & 
Mooney, on the P. Russell farm, and the Jones 
& Tennent No. 5, both good for at least §00 bar- 
rels daily. The field was now pouring over 12,000 
barrels of oil daily into the pipe lines and 
activity in drilling was more pronounced than 
ever. Late in September four new welHe were 
drilled in, that put an additional 3,000 barrels 
on top of the already growing production, in 
Jones No. 4, McCoy farm; the Island Oil Com- 
pany’s No. 1, Jacob Tuell farm; Twichell & 
Hershberger’s No. 5, Stewart farm, and the 
Miller's Run Oil Company’s No. 7, also on the 
Stewart farm. By October 15, Sistersville had 
164 producing wells, with 55 drilling and 29 
rigs. The average daily runs were 15,000 bar- 
rels. The Kanawha Oil Company struck an 
800-barrel producer on the Ludolph farm, on 
October 20. At the close of the year the Sis- 
tersville field was producing 16,000 barrels 
daily. February of 1893 saw these figures 
swelled to 22,000 barrels. One of the most not- 
able producers was the J. T. Jones No. 10, on 
the Talbot farm, which yielded over 1,000 bar- 
rels daily. 

The Forest Oil Company and Colonel John 
J. Carter invested heavily in the Sistersville 
and McDonald fields late in March, 1893, pur- 
chasing producing property in the two regions 
‘alued at $5,000,000. In the latter part of April 
three good wells were added to the completed 
list at Sistersville, but the field production 
was declining. Early in June Watson Bett- 
man secured a well on the Early farm that 
started off at 900 barrels. Below Mannington, 
early in July, the Flaggy Meadow Oil Com- 
pany got a 1,000 barrel well. The South Penn 
Oil Company was rewarded with a _ similar 
producer on the Kennedy farm, outside Man- 
nington. At Hobart, southwest of Mannington, 
late in July, the Delmar Oil Company's well 
when twelve feet in the pay started off at the 
rate of 800 barrels an hour. The James Tet- 
rick farm at Mannington was the scene of a 
henomenal strike early in August, when the 
Routh Penn Oil Company got a producer yield- 
ing over 1,000 barrels daily. The same com- 
pany’s well on the Fry farm was good for al- 
most 1,000 barrels, The Shaffer well No. 1, 
also at Mannington, put 2,300 barrels in tanks 
the first twenty-four hours. The South Penn 
Company brought in a well on the Wright 
farm at Mannington on August 25, 1893, that 
opened up at 90 barrels an hour. By the mid- 
dle of September the Sistersville field was once 
more producing about 18,000 barrels a day. 
The eastern edge of the field showed greatly 
increased activity, late in November of 1893, 
due to the success of Iseman & Co. on the 
Roome farm. Late in December the Buckeye 
Pipe Line Company completed its three-inch 
line from Woodsfield, Monroe county, Ohio, to 
the Sistersville pool. The Williamstown field, 







in Wood county, West Virginia, was opened 
up in 1894. The ‘Big Moses’’ gas well, in 
Tyler county, also a feature in the oil and gas 
chronicles of this year. A promising territory 
Was Opened up hear Marietta, Ono, in this 
year that was believed to have more or less 
relation to the West Virginia field. The South 
Penn Oil Company obtained an additional num- 
ber of large producers in the Sistersville de- 
velopment throughout 1894. In fact its opera- 
tions all over the field were attended with 
uniform success, The Hardly Able Oil Com- 
pany and Greenlee, Forst & Co. also drilled 
considerably in this region, securing numerous 
large producers, 

The Middle Island Creek territory, east of 
Sistersville, was opened up in 1895. The 
Deist, Dye-Brooks, Indian Creek and Bullman 
pools also were among the discoveries in West 
Virginia oil this year. One of the biggest 
wells of the year was Murphy & Jennings’ No. 
3 in Doddridge county, which started off at 
200 barrels a day. On the second day this 
well was gauged at 420 barrels, and on the 
third twenty-four hours it was rated at 600 
barrels. Late in June of this year the South 
Penn Oil Company drilled in a well in Wetzel 
county, which started at 820 barrels a day. 
Early in August the well-known Dye-Brooks 
well, of the J. T. Jones Company, made a rec- 
ord of 1,400 barrels in twenty-four hours. The 
Deist pool, on the Ohio side of the river, below 
Sistersville, supplied a number of gushers early 
in September that were more or less short- 
lived. Early in the fall the Philadelphia com- 
pany purchased the holdings of the Victor Oil 
and Gas Company in the southwest, including 
the ‘‘Big Moses’’ gas well, in Tyler county. 
The great activity in West Virginia oil in 
1896 centered in Wetzel, Doddridge, Marion 
and Monongalia counties. By far the most 
important development of 1897 in all the fields 
was the Elk Fork pool in Tyler county. Among 
the biggest strikes were the Fonner No. 1, 
Greene county, 310 barrels daily; Lyman Wood 
No. 1, Tyler county, 325 barrels daily; Sham- 
baugh No. 1, Monroe county, 500 barrels a 
day, and Nichol No. 2, at McKee’s Rocks, 12 
barrels an hour. Early in April the Elk Fork 
gushers gauged as follows:—Hayseed No. 1, 
Wood's, 20 barrels an hour; Venus Oil Com- 
pany’s Church lot, 18 barrels an hour; Bren- 
neman's Joy lot, 8 barrels an hour; Huling’s 
scholl lot, 35 barrels an hour. By the first of 
July twenty of the largest wells in the Elk 
Fork pool combined were making 3,800 barrels 
a day. One of the biggest producers was the 
B. T. Hawkins’ farm well. The Elk Fork 
pool declined very rapidly, as has been the 
history of all large producing pools, 

In 1898 the famous Whiskey Run pool, in 
Ritchie county, was opened up by T. N. 
Barnsdall, when he drilled in a 250 barrel 
gusher on the Slicht farm. In May of that 
year this famous pool produced a total of 
85,000 barrels, but at the end of the year had 
declined to about 25,000 barrels a month. In 
1899 a large amount of development work 
was done in Wetzel county, when the South 
Penn Oil Company found a Gordon sand gusher 
on the Garner farm, but it was the only real 
deep sand gusher found in the pool. Follow- 
ing along from year to year from that to the 
present time, the larger portion of the de- 
velopment work has been confined to the ex- 
tensions of the older pools. Since then oil has 
been found in Cabell and Lincoln counties, and 
great activity has been under way more or less 
in Hancock county, where several of the evshor 
stripe wells have been drilled. The mountains 
of West Virginia are sti in their in » wv 
far as the development of crude petroleum is 
concerned, and it is the theory that a connec- 
tion will some day be made with the oll regions 
of Kentucky and Tennessee and that the time 
is not far distant.

The narrowed scope of trading con- 
tingent upon the recent closing of a 
number of large print plants and the 
shortened work hours in others has ma- 
terially weakened the list, though there 
are figuratively few changes. As noted 
last week, the items through which out- 
side conditions have been particularly 
reflected, are sumac and gambier, both 


of which come in for easier figures 
and are rapidly losing ground among 
consumers, as new receipts are 
recorded 6n local docks. Sumac, 
despite its easier position, is 
apparently _ still widely separated 


from buyers’ views. Gambier has fallen 
off about le. per lb. for good store 
stuff during the past seven days, and 
from the present outlook seems des+ 
tined to go lower with the réceipt of 
shipments scheduled for early arrival. 
Antimony continues weak in sympathy 
with the crude material. Prussiates 
and bichromates are unchanged and 
turmeric is quiet in lieu of adequate 
stocks. 

ALBUMEN.—Dealers report a satis- 
factory movement, a large part of 
which is said to éome from the con- 
fectionery trade whose holiday orders 
are being executed with vigor. Of the 
e&g kinds there are adequate stocks 
except in duck, which continues scarce 
and is not coming forward in sufficient 
quantities to appreciably relieve the sit- 
uation. Spot quotations for égg, ac- 
st to quality and quantity, range 
from §9@75c. Blood holds reasonably 
firm at 20@28c. and is taken over in a 
moderate way for prompt, very little 
interest showing beyond current needs. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—Anilinés 
are steadily absorbed on contract, but 
outside buying and future intérest are 
still lacking. Salt is represented in 
moderate quantities at 10@10%c. A very 
light. buSinéss is being done in oils, 
small portions selling on the basis ot 
11%@12%éc. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—The late reces- 
sion in trade and the dull market now 
ruling on the crude metal have further 
weakened this item. Though no quo- 
table change is recorded the trend of 
the market lends support to the lower 
views of consumers. Prices named on 
the spot are 18@19%c. for 75 per cent., 
15%@l6c. for 65 per cent. and 144%@15%4c. 
for 47 per cent. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN. — Buyers 
have displayed no freer disposition to 
trade, the market continuing sluggish 
and weak in sympathy with the basic 
metal. Futures are virtually a dead 
issue, though prices have relaxed none, 
Producers state that but small parcels 
are taken aside from contract with- 
drawals, 50 degress being quoted at 9% 
@10c., according to quantity. 

BICHROMATES.—Trade done in the 
open market at prevailing figures con- 
tinues to be of a minor character, but 
contract withdrawals average well. 
Prices manifest reasonable strength, 
and for medium-sized lots both potash 
at 854@9c. and soda at 7%@714c. show 
firmness for prompt delivery. 

COCHINEAL.—Values, in conse- 
quence of the sluggish movement, are 
rather irregular and uncertain. The 
fact that recent arrivals have also been 
execeptionally light leaves little for 
comment. The current list remains un- 
altered at 44@47c, for Teneriffe silver, 
44@45c. for black and 45@48c. for gray 
black. 

CUTCH.—Business in the aggregate 
has shown rather light, consumers en- 
tering the market only for sufficient 
quantities to cover immediate needs. 
The list, nevertheless, is fairly firm and 
unaltered at our last figures of 4%@6c. 
for mat, 5@7c. for boxes and 8@10c, for 
slabs. A summary of the foreign sit- 
uation reveals inquiry on only a mod- 
erate scale, but the tone of the mar- 
ket is steady, with previous quotations 
maintained on all brands. 

DEXTRINE.—Late arrivals of po- 
tato dextrine portray a more lively in- 
terest in the imported product, which 
is obtainable on spot at 54%@6%c. The 
demand is reported fairly active in do- 
mestic also, sales being closed at 5c. 
and a shade under for sizable quanti- 
ties, and up to 6c. for the smaller par- 
cels. Corn dextrine passes in fair vol- 
ume under the old figures of $3, Brit- 
ish gum quoting at $3.05. 

GAMBIER.—The market is rapidly 
working toward lower figures, the easier 
position of store stuff and the difficulty 
dealers are said to experience in selling 
for arrival holding encouragement to- 
ward the realization of still easier 
views. The potent factors credited 
with the turn in values are the com- 
paratively heavy arrivals due within 
the next month, amounting to some 
1.400 tons, and the genera] policy of 
curtailment now prevalent among the 
great textile interests of the country. 
The nearest arrival is the steamer 
Hudson from Singapore, carrying 200 
tons, on which 4@4\c. is named for the 
dock. Store stuff is held now at 5@ 
5c. according to quantity, and noth- 


ing doing !n sizable shipments at these 
prices, 


HYPOSULPHITH OF SODA.—The 
narrow, compass of trade for the week 
leaves little for comment, no round lot 
shipments being reported, and prices 
temaining intact on the old hasis. 
American in barrels is quoted at $1.40@ 
1.55 per cwt., and in kegs at $1.55@1.65. 
German in casks is named at $1.85@2 
and in kegs $2@2.25. 

INDIGO.—Comparatively light pres- 
sure upon the local market is evident, 
the conditions and prices last reported 
still dominating. Prospective crop es- 
timates are again interesting the for- 
eign markets. Advices from the East 
state that it is anticipated the total 
outturn of the new crop will be about 
the same, or rather less, than last year; 
say, 26,000 to 28,000 maunds, against 
abount 28,000 maunds last season, 
Stocks in all distributing centers are 
very small, and if there is good general 
buying prices may be fully upheld or 
Slightly advanced. The average qual- 
ity will not be so high as last season, 
but planters are hoping to realize as 
much for their good to fine grade as 
they did last year for their fine to su- 
perfine. There will be a much larger 
selection from the présent crop of good 
medium indigo, testing abdut 60 per 
cént., and which has been searce arid 
badly missed this year. The general 
outlook is not unfavorable, and the 
speculative element having been elim- 
inated from the trade, a fairly regular 
legitimate business may now be looked 
forward to, with increasing dimensidns 
when climatic conditions result in in- 
creased supplies and cheaper prices. 
The spot situation on the various kinds 
is given as follows:—Bengal, low grade, 
55@65c.; do. medium, 624%4@7ic.; high, 
77% @90c.; Kurpahs, 60@60c.; Guate- 
mala, 35@70c.; Manila, 45@50c., and 
Madras, 45@60c. Synthetic is quoted at 
18@20c., according to quantity. ; 

MYRABOLAMS.—The number and 
size of deliveries appear to hold well 
up with the season, which, in view of 
the general falling off in new business 
in other lines, is attributed by — 
dealers to the diminished stocks an 
high prices of sumac. According to 
quality and quantity, figures are 
named at $35@40 per ton. In the Eng- 
lish market good Bhimlie 1s offered at 
8s. per cwt., and, while nothing has 
been done for arrival, importers are 
said to be willing to accept reduced 
rates. 

NUTGALLS.—What meager inquiry 
and consuming demand is noted has 
been largely for blue Aleppo kinds, 
The prices on both descriptions remain 
steady at 18@20c. for blue and 16@16%éc. 
for China. Reports from English mar- 
kets state that galls are firm for ar- 
rival and that Chinas have found 
buyers of January-March at 47s. 6d. per 
ewt., with evidence of an upward ten- 
dency. 

PRUSSIATES.—Consumers are un- 
approachable on 1908 business under 
the prices now submitted and appear 
to have confidence that the existing fig- 
ures will soften with the turn of the 
year. The call for prompt, however, 
proves a little more encouraging and 
gives more consistent support to the 
schedule. Yellow potash seems a trifle 
better at 154@l6c. Red is held at 34@ 
35c. and prussiate of soda, 94%@9'4c., as 
to quantity. 

SAGO FLOUR.—Conditions prevail 
in this department as for several weeks 
past; the absence of consuming inter- 
est and unchanged quotations per- 
mitting of no new features. Small par- 
cels are offered on the spot at §1.75@ 


1,80. 

STARCH.—Trade is quietly routine in 
character and brings out little future 
interest. Potato is firm, and maintains 
its former position in the list. Corn 
starch shows no change, with business 
for the season under average. Prices 
quoted for the various descriptions 
are $2.55 per 100 lbs, for pearl in bags 
and $2.71 in bbls. Potato is held at 
3%c., rice at 64c. and wheat, 4%c. 

SUMAC.—Interest in deliverits on 
outstanding contracts is more apparent 
with the receipt of late arrivals, but 
high prices still restrict a free move- 
ment in other channels. Very few 
sales are reported on the spot for 
prompt, and future interest is notably 
slack. Holders offer 29 per cent. tannic 
acid test at $80@82, 28 per cent, test 
at $78@80 and 27 per cent. test at $76@ 
78. These quotations, however, would 
undoubtedly yield under pressure of 
substantial bids. 

TARTAR EMETIC.—But little in- 
terest is shown in the market, either 
by buyer or seller, and there has been 
scarcely enough business done to es- 
tablish a market. While no change is 
noted in the listed figures, the situa- 
tion is perhaps a trifle firmer on mod- 
erate qualities at 26@27c., with car lots 
quoted at 25c. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—The weak positions 
of all foreign markets on pig tin are re- 
flected here in the figures of 20@21%c. 
for crystals. Business continues slack 
both for prompt and future, and with- 
drawals on contract are said to have 
been materially checked. 

TURMERIC.—Scarcity of spot stuff 
holds the list very firm on all descrip- 
tions, and retards the movement. It 
is understood that a late arrival of 
Madras, medium quality, has been 
dealt out in small parcels at 5%¥c., 
which is somewhat below the figures 
generally quoted. This kind has been 
the most active member on the list 
during the week. London states that 

! Bengal offers on the spot at 20s. 
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Madras is quiet but steady at 22s. to 
23s. per cwt. for fair finger. At auction 
50 bags of common dark Cochin finger 
were reported sold at 18s. per cwt. 
ZINC DUST.—The market remains 
inactive, there being practically no de- 
mand beyond small jobbing parcels at 
54%4@5%ec. Larger quantities would 
probably effect easier terms; but buyers 
manifest too little interest to test the 
market beyond retail allotments,

Synthetic Camphor and Turpentine. 


Patents for the production of synthetic 
camphor are being worked in Germany, 
France, Switzerland, America and Eng- 
land, and most of the processes are based 
on the production of pinene hydrochloride 
from turpentine, the pinene hydrochloride 
being changed into isoborneol, which is 


oxidized to camphor. As turpentine is 
the most important raw material on 
which the synthesis relies, it is clear 


the camphor market 
depends very largely indeed on the cost 
of turpentine. lf turpentine were to 
remain somewhere about its present price 
it is possible that in due course the value 
of camphor might recede to nearly one- 
half the figure now quoted for the re- 
fined product. Turpentine has been dear- 
er than it is at present, and it has been 
very substantially cheaper, but an in- 
creased demand occasioned by the manu- 
facture of camphor would doubtless have 
a hardening influence on the market, 
and lf this were aided by an increased 
demand for the purposes of paint and 
varnish manufacture the cost of synthe- 
sizing camphor might be_ considerably 
higher than at present. These are pos- 
sibilities which must be taken into ac- 
count, but unless some quite unforeseen 
circumstance should arise to enhance 
the value of turpentine more considerably 
than the influences just mentioned, syn- 
thetic camphor could still be produced at 
very much less than the present selling 
price of refined natural camphor.—Man- 
chester Guardian.

UNITED STATES WASTES THOUSANDS OF 
TONS ANNUALLY IN FUMES—PRIN- 
CIPAL PRODUCING COUNTRIES— 
CHIEF USES OF THE CHEMICAL 
IMPORTS TO THIS COUN- 

TRY, ETC. 


Washington, Nov. 29, 1907. 


The production of arsenic in the United 
States in 1906 showed a slight decline in 
quantity, but a remarkable increase in 
value. The output of the year was 737 
short tons, valued at $68,460, as compared 
with 754 tons, valued at $35,210, in 1905. Fol- 
lowing is an abstract of an interesting re- 
port by the Geological Survey:— 

The United States daily pours great quanti- 
ties of arsenic fumes from its smelter ‘stacks, 
thus wasting thousands of tons yearly. And 
yet with such an incessant waste this country 


imported in 1906 more than 8,000,000 pounds 
of arsenic and arsenic compounds, at a cost 
of approximately $375,000. During the same 


time there was produced in this country only a 
little more than one-sixth of the quantity im- 
ported, valued at but $63,460. 


Arsenic ores, especially arsenopyrite or mis- 
pickel, are widely distributed, particularly in 
the granitic and highly metamorphosed rocks, 


is in countries whose 
that the principal 


rocks are of these 
deposits are found. 
Ores of tin, copper and antimony are fre- 
quently accompanied by arsenical ores. The 
most common are arsenopyrite or mispickel, a

sulpharsenide of iron (FeAsS), containing 46 
per cent. of arsenic; regular, the red sulphide 
(AsS), containing 70.1 per cent. of arsenic; 
orpiment, the yellow sulphide (As,S,) contain- 
ing 61 per cent. of arsenic, and enargite, a 
sulpharsenate of copper (CugAssS,), containing 

19.1 per cent. of arsenic. From this latter 
ore, with some tennantite (4Cu,S.As,8,), con- 
siderable quantities of arsenic ore obtained at 
the huge Washoe smelter, at Anaconda, Mont, 
Native arsenic, a tin-white brittle substance, 
ocupying a _ position midway between the 
metals and the non-metals, is found sparingly 
in veins in a considerable number of places, 
but is not of importance as an ore, 

The principal® countries producing arsenic 
ores are France, Germany, England, Turkey, 
Portugal, Spain, Canada and the United 
States. 


In England, as in the United States, a large 
part of the arsenic produced is obtained as a 
by-product in smelting other ores, English 
smelters are not allowed to pour arsenical 
fumes into the atmosphere, and compliance 
with the law gives added profit from the ar- 
senic trioxide (AseO;), or white arsenic, saved. 
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Much arsenopyrite occurs in Devonshire and 
Cornwall; in the latter place with tin ore. 
France, Germany, Portugal, Spain and Tur- 


key have very large worked deposits of ar- 
senic ores, and during recent years the first 
two have surpassed England in production. 


No statistics of mineral production are gath- 
ered by the Turkish government, so that fig- 
ures given are ordinarily only estimates, but 
the Turkish output of arsenic is known to be 
large 

In the United States the great bulk of ar- 
senic produced is obtained from smelter fumes. 
There are, however, but two smelters which 
have plants for saving it—the Washoe smelter 


and the smelter of the American Smelters Se- 
curities Company at Everett, Wash. The lat- 
ter plant uses flue dust, both from its own 
and from other smelters of the company, and 
also some arsenic ore from Montecristo, Wash. 
A smaller plant, belonging to the Mineral 
Creek Mining and Smelting Company, is lo- 
cated at Mineral, Lewis county, Wash., and 
makes arsenic trioxide from _ realgar. All 
three plants produce arsenic only in the form 


of white arsenic (As 2QOg). 
The only other known production was a few 
hundred tons of arsenical pyrite mined at Pine 





Pond, town of Kent, Putnam county, N. Y. 
The pyrite was shipped abroad. Arsenical 
pyrite* also occur in Orange and Essex coun- 
ties, N. Y., but was not mined during the 
year. It is occasionally accompanied by scoro- 
lite, a hydrous arsenate of iron. 

A plant for the manufacture of arsenic tri- 
oxide from arsenopyrite was erected several 
years ago at Rewald, Floyd county, Va. _ It

lots ranged from 4.5 cents to 12 cents per 
pound, averaging a little under 6.5 cents for 
white arsenic, while realgar, the red sulphide, 
was from 0.5 cent to 0.75 cent lower.

Arsenic trioxide (As,O,), or ‘‘white arsenic’’ 
or ‘‘arsenious acid’’ is what is ordinarily meant 


by the general term of ‘‘arsenic.’’ It is used 
is an insecticide in the preservation of hides 
ind of stuffed skins of animals and birds, in 


sheep and cattle dips and arsenic soap, and as 


1 woo preservative, where it also prevents 
fungoid growth It is used to prevent the 
growth of weeds and grass, in the caking of 
some enamels, and many tons are used in the 
manufacture of glass. It is used as a fixer, 
or conveyer, of aniline colors in calico print- 
ing, and also enters into the manufacture of 
the dyes themselves. The use of arsenic as a 


poison for undesirable animals is familiar. 
The greatest demand for arsenic is for mak- 

ing Paris green, used as a pigment, and as an 

insecticide on plants. Its toxic effect limits the 
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former use, If pure, it is comparatively. harm- 
less to plant life, owing to its insolubility, but 
the trioxide is often present in some quantity, 
and if Paris green is then used largely it is 
fatal to plants, especially in dry climates, 
where it is not soon washed off by rains. 
Paris green is a copper aceto-arsenide and

Arsenic also enters into red, yellow and gray 
colors, In medicine arsenic is used as a 
tonic, and it performs a similar office tn yva- 
rious stock foods and medicines. Realgar 
burns with a fine white light, and is much used 
in pyrotechnics, either as the natural sulphide 
or as the artificial product made by fusing to- 
gether arsenic and sulphur. 

In metallurgy arsenic has but little use. It 
makes lead hard and arsenical work lead from 
the silver-lead smelters is sometimes used for 
shot. The presence of arsenic, unless in mf- 
nute quantity, in brass or bronze, makes them 
brittle, though small quantities of less than 
0.5 per cent. give cleaner castings and a 
greater ductility of Muntz metal.
